A number of state leglslators have slipped 
into the Cook county employment under the 
protection of the civil service act, which 
they helped pass through the last general 
assembiy, They are now nailed securely. to 
their jobs. They cannot be pried loose ex- 
cept through a hearing by the county merit 
board. . 3 

Some of these law makers have joined the 
civil service protective organization, which 
is said to have been created tor the pur 
pose of preventing its members from losing 
an iron grip on the pay roll. if that organ- 
ization works aa effectively as does the so 
clety among the policemen organized for 
the same purpose, county civil service em 
ployés will have to do something unusue!l 
before they are discharged: The city's ex- 
perience has been that even when men are 
thus discharged they frequently get back 
through the agency of the courts. 

Evidence of Old Time Spirit. 

Of course, there is nothing legal about 
helping to pass a civil service law and then 
getting a job which is put in the classified 
service. But the taking of these jobs by 
members of the gen assembly indicates 
that possibly the old e spirit of wanting 
remuneration for votes on important meas- 
ureg still permeates the legislature. 

It ig altogether possible that a member of 
the legislature might inquire whether he 
would get a county job before he voted for 
a county civil service law. 

How many lawmakers there are whose 
services were demanded by county officials 
ea only be ascertained by a minute exam- 
ination of the pay rolls.

They watched 
the murderer escape. 

They did not tell the police his name. 

Seven of them were taken to the Desplaines 
street police station and — by Lieut. 
Madden. 

Although the policeman elicited enough, 
through adroit questioning, to convince him 
that they knew. the name of the assassin, not 
a word could he drag from their unwilling 
lips that might ald him in the capture or 
prosecution of the slayer. 

The slain walking delegate is Dominick 
Vacco, an Italian living at 722 Ewing street. 
All members of the union are Italians. 


Meeting Called to Issue Union Cards. 

The union called the meeting ior the purpose 
of issuing new union cards. The session was 
held on the second floor of a building at West 
Harrison and South Green streets, familiag- 
ty known as Hodcarriers’ hall. 

“There were twenty-five men there when 
the shooting took place,” said Lieut. Mad- 
den. “Two minutes aftervards we got a 
riot call, and were down there in no time at 
all. There were about twelve men in the 
hall then. Vacco was lying within the door- 
way. Beside him on the floor was a thirty- 
eight caliber bullet which had pierced bis 
abdomen.

Drinking with Two Men. 

“All we could learn was that Vacco and 
Frank Gagnlardo had gone in company with 
a third ma to the saloon of William A. 
Schwarzkopf. 822 West Harrison street, 
while the meeiing was going on. After 
drinking they returned, and the shooting 
took place as they reached the hall. As 
the murderer fired, he leaped over the body 
of his victim and fied, pursued by members 
of the union. 

“Frank Gagniardo is under arrest. but 
he professes to us thai he doesn’t know 
the name of the man he was drinking with. 
Prank Dalzano, secretary of the union, tells 
me that Vacco talked after being shot, but 
said he did not know the name of his as- 
sallant.

It took a diminutive burricane about twenty 
minutes to go through Chicago last night. 
After it Was over the town waa badly rumpled 
and considerably scared. 

Trees were uprooted. Signs were blown 
down. Several big plate glass windows gave 
way before the gust. Chimneys went top- 
pling in all parts of the city. Small boats out 
on the lake were caught in the squall. The 
life savers were given a strenuous stunt 
rowing out and towing in those who were 
‘unable to manage their small barks in the 
sea. As a whole, however, the storm created 
more fear than it did actual damage. 


Two Tent Shows Suffer. 

Two tented shows playing in Chicago sut- 
fered most from the blow. The 101 Ranch,” 
Diversey boulevard and Southport avenues, 
was somewhatruffied. One rider was thrown 
and injured by his horse which shied at a 
fiash of lightning. 

Buffalo Bill's Wild West show, which had 
just opened, at Thirty-ninth street and 
Wentworth avenue, was the scene of a real 
panic. Seven persons were injured and the 
lives of a hundred or more were endangered 


the amphitheater, lifted the canvas top high 
in the air, thrashed the center poles about 
like gigantic flails, and then threw tha whole 
combination flat on the ground. 

More than a hundred peopte were beneath 
the descending canvas. Among them were 
women with babies. The seven injured per- 
sons were given attention at the field hos- 
pital of the show. There were others, but 
slightly spears whose names were not 
cured.

‘HORT FOR SCHWEIG'S SLAYER 


Detectives Search West Side for 
Murderer of Brother Officer. 


HEAR THREATS WERE MADE. 


Police Say, Vielim's Life Was Sought 
by Many Captured Criminals. 


, § 

Every detective in the West Chicago ave- 
nue district was detailed yesterday to Hunt 
for the slayer of Detective Thomas A. 
Schwelg. 

Schweig was shot through the heart and 
in the back of the head and instantly killed 
shortly before 2 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing, while in front of 1686 West Ohio street. 
a hundred feet from his home, 541 North 
Ashiand avenue. 

His wife, Mrs. Mary Schweig, was prepar- 
ing a meal for him at the time and heard 
the shots which ended her hubband’s life, but 
did not learn of their W portent until 
later. 

There are no known witnesses to the mur- 
der. Bight suspects were artested ina round- 
up of the district, but none of them 1e be- 
lieved to be implicated in the murder, which 
is attributed to men who-have threatened 
Schweig numerous times. 


Was Threatened with Death. 
Schweig made many enemies in the per- 
formance of his duties, and that one or more 
of them made good their threats to det” 
him is the motive accepted by the police for 
the murder. 
Schweig’s annual furlough was to have 


started tomorrow. He had intended epending 


the fortnight with relatives in Racine, WIS. 
and had purchased hf railroad tickets and 
fishing tackle for the trip. 

Mre. Schwelg fainted when told of her 
hueband's death, and is now in a ‘critical 
condition due to the shock. Two children, 
Mary, 2 months old. and Thomas Jr., 10 
years old. survive. Detective Schweig was 
3B years old. 


Detective “Pulled” Last Box. 
Schweig had been off duty less than five 
minutes when he was shot. At 1:54 a.m. he 
“pulled” the box at North Paulina and 
West Ohio streets, his last report for the 
night. At 1:59 o’clock an unknown woman 
telephoned to the station that a man Had 
deen shot at West Ohio street and North 
Ashland avenue. 

A moment later a message over the police 
wires brought news that the victim was a 
policeman, but his imformant did not know 
hig identity. 

When the patrol wagon loaded with police- 
men, in charge of Acting Lieut. William 
Spain, reached the scene Schweig was found 
dead upon the sidewalk. He lay on his back 
with his right arm crumpled’ behind, as 
though he had attempted to draw his weapon. 

A theory that Schwelg was shot by rob- 
bers was rejected by Inspector Healy, who 
attributes the murder solely to revenge. 

Last April Detective Schweilg saw Nick“ 
Meyers robbing a man at Milwaukee avenue 
end West Erie street, and when he attempted 
to arrest him, Meyers fied. Detective 
gohwelg fired two shots at him, both bullets 
striking him in the leg. Meyers was held to 
the grand jury, but forfeited his bonds. At 
that time he threatened Schweig with death. 

schweig was also threatened by John No- 
lan. an alleged labor slugger, when he ar- 
rested Nolan for robbing John Boyd, 1638 
West Madison street. Nolan hed invited 
Boyd for a cab ride, and attacked and robbed 
the latter at North Halsted street and Aus- 


tin avenue.

Light on “Soap Box” Primaries. 

SENATOR FLETCHER-—Wouid you mind 
explaining a little about what you meant 
by ‘“‘ soapbox primaries ”’ ? 

MR. DENEEN—tThe soapbox ”’ primary, 
popularly so-called in our state, is a primary 
where they 
prepared in advance and put away careful- 
ly, and the credentials. They went through 
the form of having a primary and putting 
the ballots in the box, and these were after- 
ward destroyed. For instance it occurred 
in several. places in. our party and in the 
Democratic party where they boarded up the 
windows so that you could not see who were 
back of them. In Mr. Mamer's ward, which 
was mentioned yesterday, they boarded up 
the windows with four inch planks. Then they 
dropped the ballots over, and you could not 
tell what became of then.. The judges and 
clerks were back there. In an instance in my 
own ward in the opposite party, for one warde 
that had about 90,000 inhabitants, they had 
no polling place, and they dropped the bal- 
lots into a little white coffin. That was 
called the “soapbox primary.” It rather 
degener ited into a humorous affair. It was 
a joke. 


Law Brought Change. 
THE CHAIRMAN-—-Before the primary law 
was adopted? 7 
MR. DENEEN—Before the primary law

Agreed as to Possibilities. 

SENATOR JONES — Senator Lorimer 
agreed with you in that? 0 

MR. DENEEN—O, yes; we agreed. We 
agreed and discussed the matter.

Dewey and Mr. Thompson. 

MR. HANECY—What did Col. Dewey say? 

MR. DENEEN—He thought Mr. Lorimer 
would be elected. 


Opposed oVtes for Lorimer. 

MR. HANECY—The effort on your part and 
On that of all the others present except 
Col, Dewey and Mr. Thompson was to get 
Dewey and Thompson to induce their 
friends in the legislature not to vote for Mr. 
Lorimer the next day? 

MR. DENEEN—To prevent their friends 

from voting for him, yes. 
MR. HANECY—Col. Dewey'e friends in 
the legislature had been voting for Senator 
Hopkins all the time and voted for him the 
next day on the ballot that elected Mr. Lor- 
imer? 

MR DENEEN—Yes, and I understood 
they would not. When Mr. Lorimer was 
nominated they changed their vote and voted 
for him. I had understood that night that 
they would stay for Senator Hopkins. 


Many Hopkins Votes Reluctant. 

MR. HANECY—You just said that Col. 
Dewey and Mr. Thompson were against Sena- 
tor Hopkins. 

MR. DENEEN—Very strongly. 

MR. HANECY—And their friends in the 
legislature were voting for Senator Hop- 
kins right along? 

MR. DENEEN—Yes, many men voted for 
Senator Hopkins. Who were against him per- 
sonally and who disliked the way his friends 
had treated them. Senator Hopkins’ friends 
—the federal officeholaers—had fought near- 
ly all our friends in the south part of the 
city. 

MR. HANECY—Can you tell what Mr. 
Thompson said on that occasion?. | 

MR. DENEEN—He spoke of Mr.“Lorimer, 
that he was the strongest man and could be 
elected, and nobody else could be elected. 
He thought Mr. Lorimer could be elected,’ 
and the question arose how—whether by Re- 
publican votes or Democratic votes. .We 
argued that if he could get a majority of 
Republicans in the caucus then all of the 
Republicans ought to vote for him, but that 
the party could not afford to elect a senator 
in whose election the Democrats would have 
the dominating force because of the relations 
that would be established. and the precedents 
in our party connections. That was the 
force of the argument. It was not personal 
against Mr. (Lorimer at all. It was the 
precedent that would be established and 
its effect upon \parties thereafter in our 
state. 


Thompson Gave No Satisfaction. 

MR. HANECY—And what did Mr. Thomp- 
son say to that argument? 

MR. DENEEN—He listened mostly. There 
was not much answer to that argument, I 
thought. He did not make any—that is, no 
satisfactory answer. We could not tell what 
he intended to do when he left. We caucused 


afterward and tried to determine what they 


would do, guessing at it. We did not know.

No Suggestions as to Money. 

SENATOR GAMBLE—Were theré any 
suggestions made in that conference as to 
the use or the probable use of money?

SENATOR ONES— That is, he wanted you 
to give an interview assuming that the facts 
set out in the article were true?

It is all coming out now and the whole thing 
is going to be exposed. At last we have got 
the power to show it up: Now, I want a 
strong interview on this matter“ I said; 
Let me read it first.. I hold an official posi- 
tion and I do not want to give out an inter- 
view that cannot be sustained later by the 
facts.“ So he was urging me and said they 
were holding the presses there.

The governor then was ¢alled upon by Mr. 
Hanecy to tell what he knew about the corpo- 
ration bill which he vetoed and on account of 
which, White said, the jackpot lost $35,000. 

MR. QENEEN—I think the bill was pre- 
pared by.the Illinois Bar association in the 
first instance. E. A. Bancroft, I think, was 
one of those who helped prepare it. Millard 
Powers was the most active. one, I think, and 
Mr. Shaw of the firm of Winston, Payne, 
Strawn & Shaw. These and a number ot othe 
ers came to see me in the interest of the bill. 


Chicago Lawyers Interested. 

MR. HANECY—Any others that you re- 
member? 

MR. DENEEN~— Yes: I think Roy O. West. 
too. Quite a number of Chicago lawyers 
came to me, representing the bar agsocia- 
tion. The measure was introduced by the 
bar association to revise the corporation 
law of our state. Then they kept tacking 
on aMendments all the time. When it reached 
me I submitted it to the attorney general 
and he wrote an opinion of about twelve 
pages. I vetoed the bill. It came so late at 
night that T dictated’the veto, rather than 
incorporating his opinion. as I usüally do. in 
the message. But we had no time and I 
dictated that part of my message from his 
opinion. He made a strong presentation 
against the bill. 

MR. HANECY—Those gentlemen. -who 
came to see you—Mr. Bancroft, the attorney 
for the International Harvester company, 
and Millard Powers, and Roy O. West. and 
others—came to see you in the interest of the 
bill and wanted you to support the bill? 

MR. DENEEN—You asked me about the 
men who spoke to me about the bill. I do 
not recall that Mr. Bancroft came to me 
after it was passed. I do not recall that. 


There were a large number of lawyers that 
came to me. 


I knew he was back of the 
bill once. I had understood that Senator 
Jones had introduced it until I saw Mr. 
Billings’ name attached to it. He was f vor- 
able to the bill at first and the leading law- 
yers were. It was supposed it would pro- 
duce about $1,000,000 in revenye to ke state 
and we wanted to sign it to get the revenue. 
I finally vetoed it because of an obnoxious 
feature.

Chytraus. appointed Frank Loesch special 
state’s attorney to prosecute the alleged 
frauds in the nomination of State’s Attorney 
Wayman in 1908 and that all those indicted 
were friends of Lorimer. 


Refers to Fraud Prosecutions. 

MR. HANECY—Those prosecutions went 
on very vigorously by Mr. Loesch against the 
parties indicted, did they not?

The cases went to the Supreme court. The 
Supreme court declared the law unconstitu- 
tional, and they all escaped trial, as I under- 
stand it.

Although its contents 
and its origin are not explained by any 
one in authority to know what was the 
purpose or the purport of the message, 
the fact that it was employed to secure 
Republican votes and Republican support 
for the. congressman is beyond doubt.

I have no means of testing his informa- 
tion, but I assume he sends it just as he 
gets it. 

Mr. Hanecy read from a dispatch from 
Tue TRIBUNE'S Washington correspondent, 
dated May 27, 1908, in which occurred this 
paragraph:

First Assistant Prosecutor’ Raber Ex- 
plains Statutes. 


It will probably requtre considerable of the 
“psychic. clairvoyant, occult. mystic, and 
oriental” powers of the twenty or more lead- 
ing spirits of the “ fortune telling variety 
now making Chicago their temporary hab- 
itat to escape the net being spread for them 
as à result of an exposure of their practices 
by Tu TRIBUNE. :

MaecVeagh Says Block Chosen Is

Washington, D. C., July 16. [Special. 1— 
Secretary of the Treasury MacVeagh is 
incensed at the criticism of the site for Chi- 


cago's new west side postoffice which ap- 
peared in one Chicago newspaper. 


He maintains that the block bounded by 
Jefferson, Citnton, Van Buren, and C ongress 
streets in an ideal location. 

The site selected is the old Western Elec- 
tric property, which was purchased by a 
syndicate headed by John Barton Payne. 

It was offered originaliy to the govern- 
ment by this syndicate for about $2,500,000, 
that price being several hundred thousand 
dollars more than was paid for it, As the 
limit of the appropriation made by congress 
for the site was $1,750,000, MacVeagh de- 
clined to consider the proposal. 

In the course of subsequent negotiations 
the syndicate reduced the price to less than 
the amount of the appropriation, and still 
later offered to sell it to the goyernment at 

what it had cost. 

After considering this proposition Mr. Mac- 
Veagh decided the fairest course to pursue 
would be to have the price fixed through con- 
demnation proceedings. 

It is denied that the block west of it can be 
purchased for less than the Payne tract.

CAMP LIFE IN GRANT PARK. 


Three Days of Hard Work to Show 
Public Huw to Prepare Garrison. 


While the official curtain will not rise until 
July 24 on the big six day military show 
which is to be held in Grant park, a three 
day rehearsal, which is expected to be equal- 
ly interesting will begin July 21. 

The maneuvers will merely show army life 
as it is pictured on the advertising posters; 
the rehearsal will give Chicago a chance to 
look behind the scenes, to inspect the labor 
of encampment, drill. and the other military 
duties which lurk ever behind the brass but- 
ton and the gilded epaulet. 

In three days Grant park must be converted 
into Camp Charles 8. Deneen, with a gar. 
rison of 10,000 men. This 10,000 must prepare 
facilities for its own care. Tents must be 
pitehed, guns polished, and maneuvers re- 
hearsed. - The horses of the cavalry must be 
trainéd to the glare of lights which will 
make possible the night maneuvers. The big 
entertainment must be ordered td a perfec- 
tion which will leave no ragged spots when 
the big show opens. 


Food Problem a Big One, 

Take the matter of food, for instance. The 
inclination of the average man of unmar- 
tial tendencies is to picture the army as a 
vague and glorious panorama which charges, 
retreats, quicksteps, and so forth as a mat- 
ter of course. Necessarily, it must eat, but 
how it. eats or where it eats is a mystery 
to many. 

One of the most essential features of the 
maneuvers, so far as the participants are 
concerned, is the fleld bakery. The army can 
fight everything but famine. The field dab 
ery takes care of that. One collapsible oven, | 
which occupies a ground space ot leas than 
thirty feet, can turn out 4,000 loaves of bread 
every day. It is the invention of a coupe 
of Fort Riley soldiers. In contrast to it, 
the government will exhibit the old trench 
mud, cliff, and Dutch ovens which in former 
days kept the soldiers of the nation in bus 
ness trim. 

The methods of preserving. food for the 
field will be exhibited in the commissaryand 
in the camp kitchens. How it is issued will 
be shown at the quartermaster’s tent. Non. 
commissioned officers will act as guides for 
the curious, for the idea of the government 
is not to conceal, but to expose the bush 
ness background. 


Exhibitions Open July 24 

Monday, July 24, the nrst exhivition will be 
given on the drill ground: The drill ground 
is to be surrounded by 40,000 seats, 30,000 free 
and 3.000 reserved. The first night exhibi- 
tion will begin at 8:15 o’clock Monday. This 
will be the daily program until June 30, when 
the tournament ends.

BREWERS’SCHEME HAS JOKER | 


Amendment Would Rid Licensee 
of Personal Responsibility. 


AIMS AT HARKIN ORDINANCE

amendment” to the Harkin ordinance will 


be made at the city council meeting tomor- |

It is in a new form, purporting to anewer 
the objections to the original measure.

In 
effect it is declared fully ae objectionable 42 
the first draft. so far as depriving saloon- 
keepers of their rights is concerned, and“an 
additional fault, tending to wipe out al) 
personal responsibility on the part of the 
licensee, has been disclosed. 1 

By eliminating the provision that Heenses 
shall not be issued to corporations, the 
amendment would enable Tom, Diek, or 
Harry to organize a $500 corporation, which 
will rid bim of all ability for misconduct of 
the business. At the same time such a 
change would eliminate the question wheth- 
er the lNcensee is of ‘‘ good moral character,” 
upon which the issuance of the permit is sup- 
posed to be conditioned. 


Appears First in Council Proceedings. 

As in the previous instance, when passage 
of the measure was sought, it was sent 
through the license committe without an op- 
portunity for its members to understand thor- 
oughly its effect. The appearance of the 
published procedings of the council yester- 
day offered the first opportunity for its 
analysis. , 

The chief obection to the measure has been 
and now is that it would make assignments 
of all sorts binding and effective beyond 
dispute. In its original form it provided only 
that assignments obtained by “duress fraud, 
or misrepresentation ’’ should not be binding. 

„If the city council desires, read the 
opinion of the law department, that the 
licensing authorities shall not be deprived, of 
any right that they may Lave to investigate 
and adjust cases where the assignment of the 
right to renewal of a license has been given 
as security for a loan or indebtedness, an 
amendment to that effect should be inserted 
in the proposed ordinance.” a 


Slight Change Made. . 

In response to this the attorneys urging 
the amendment brought it back in Altered 
form, saying that the provision suggested 
had been inserted. All that was inserted 
was that the city collector could dis:¢egard 
an assignmént if it had been obtained by 
duress, fraud, or misrepresentation, or if 
the assignee in any such assignment or con- 
veyance shall fail or refuse to reassign or 
convey the right to renewal or reissue of the 
license mentioned therein to the person justly 
entitled theretap’ . 

In an earlier: section it provides that with 
each assignment shall be filed an affidavit of 
the assignee that such assignment or con- 
veyance is bona fide, that the requirements 
as to signature and acknowledgment have 
been complied with and that the contents of 
the written assignment or conveyance was 
read to, explained to, or read by the maker 
prior to his signing the same.“

Aid German Capital.

BERLIN, July 13.— All that Chicago 
needs to make it the peer of any of the 
great tourist centers in Europe is good 
streets.“ said August Gatzert, chairman of 
the Chicago Association of Commerce com- 
mittee on model streets. Mr. Gatsert is com- 
pleting a circuit of the great continental cit- 
les with a special view of obtaining facts 
and ideas for the improvement of down- 
town Chicago. The opinion expressed sum- 
marizes his observations thus far: 

“It is the alm of the Association of Com- 
merce,” continued Mr. Gatzert, “to make 
Chicago increasingly attractive to the stran. 
ger. The essentiale for bringing visitors 
to European cities and inducing them to 
remain for shorter or longer periods seem 
to be the good, clean, bright streets, good 
hotels, good food, good amusements, and 
good educational facilities. We have all 
these in Chicago except the good streets. 


Chicago, Best Paved City. 

“Berlin probably is ahead of the other 
European centers in the matter of pave- | 
ment and street maintenance, It has much | 
to teach Chicago, yet there is nothing which 
it cannot accomplish at home. Chicago has 
still to solve many problems which are non- 
existent in Berlin. 

“In the first, place Berlin’s ‘streets are 
wider, having been made so by condemning 
much valuable property. This would be a 
difficult proceeding in Chicago, where sky- 
scrapers are. springing up from day to day, 
vet unless the car tracks are placed in sub- 
ways, Chicago soon will have to face the 
‘problem of widening its business streets, no 
matter what it may cost. Many of the prin- 
cipal business streets in Berlin are free of 
car tracks, whereas there is hardly a bual- 
ness sireet ip Chicago without them. 


Chicago Traffic Is Heavier. 

“Our traffic is vastly heavier. Notwith- 
standing the fact that Berlin has abouot 8, 00 
Cabs, ifcluding a couple of thousand auto- 
mobile * taxis,’ a great deal of its merchan- 
diese delivering is done by handcarta, tri- 
cycle carts, bicycle vans that relieves 
the streets of the enormous traffic which is 
horsedrawn motordrawn in Chicago. 

„Berlin's traffic regulation is no better 
than that maintained by Chicago's excellent 
traffic squad, although the congestion with 
us is considerably greater. | 

“All of Berlin's streets are splendidly 
lighted throughout the night, which enables 
the cleaning to be done between nen 
and 6 in the morning. 

„All pipes and conduits are buried sales 
the sidewalks, s0 that the streets seidom 
are torn up and there are few manholes re- 
quired. No permit whatever is granted for 
tearing up streete for at least ten years, and 
rarely after that. Many pavements are 
down twenty-five years without disturbance 
and still are in perfect condition. 

No feature of Berlin strikes the American 
more favorably than the regulation limiting 
the height of buildings to the street width. 
In no event may the height exceed seventy 
feet. This insures an attractively uniform

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BIG CONTEST OF AVIATORS 


Flight of 1,010 Miles Begins Next 
aj i in England. 


PRIZE OF $50,000 OFFERED. 


One American Will Comp te with the 
Best Bird Men of Europe. 


LONDON, July 15.—England is to witness 
next week one of the most ambitious at- 
tempts at long distance aviation yet seen, a 
circuit of the island over a course of 1,010 
miles, for a prize of $50,000, offered by the 
Daily Mail. 

Charles T. Weymiann, who as the represen- 
tative of the United States won the Interna- 


is the only American entrant. He is expected 
to make a notable showing against the best 
fiying men of Europe who will compete. 

The latter include Beaumont, winner of 
the recent European circuit competition; 
Vedrines, who §nished first in the Paris to 
Madrid race, and Valentine, the Englishman 
who competed in the European circuit. 

The course is divided into sections ranging 


} from 20 to 182 rifiles in length. The race 


starts Saturday, July 22, at Brooklands, but 
the day's task is only a sort of tuning up 
flight of twenty miles to Hendon, where the 
competitors will rest over Sunday. 


„Real Start on July 24. 

Early Monday morning they will begin the 
second stage of 343 miles, from Hendon to 
Edinburgh. En route they will halt, after 182 
miles, at Harrowgate, and after another 68 
miles, at Newcastle, thence over a flight of 
¥8 miles to the Scoftish capital. 

The third stage is from Edinburgh to Glas- 
gow and thence to Bristol, altogether 385 
miles, with stops at Stirling {81 miles l. Glas- 
gow [22 miles], Carlisle [86 miles}, Man- 
chester [103 miles}, Bristol [141 miles}. 

The fourth stage from Bristol to Brighton is 
224 miles. Stops are to made at Exeter 168 
miles] and Salisbury Plain [88 miles], ithe 
final stage to Brighton being 76 miles. Lastly 
a flight of forty miles will be made from 
Brighton to the starting point at the Brook- 
lands motor racing field. 


Rigid Conditions of Flight, 
Whether any of the competitors will com- 
plete the race is doubtful, as the conditions, 
in the opinion of experts, are almost impos- 
sible for fulfilment. More depends upon the 
stability of the machines than has been re- 
quired in any previous race. 

‘ The fiying men must do the circuit of over 
1,000 miles practically with their machines 
intact. The most important parts of each 
machine are to be marked and these parts 
must be kept together throughout the course, 

The few men who finished in the recent 
European circuit changed their aeroplanes 
at some stage of the journey or made sub 
stitutes of the most important parts, so they 
returned to France with almost entirely new 
machines. 

The crucial stage of the journey, in the 
opinion of airmen, will be between Harrow- 
gate and Edinburgh. The country is so un-

Ideal art is less a creation than 4 spiritual 
discovery. Science deals with the objective 
world; Indian art with the subjective, with 
things as they are for the individual rather 
than in tnémselves. But the ain, of art and 
science is the same—the formulating of tet 
ural laws. Art seeks its end deductively and 
synthetically. i 
Hindoo worship aims in a way difficult for 
us to understand, to visualize the deity. The 
worshiper first recites brief mnemonié man- 
trams detailing the attributes of the deity. 
Then in silence he concentrates his thought 
upon the corresponding mental image. Such 
mental images are like those seen by artists; 
the process of visualization is the same. 


Not a Representation of Nature. 

The Indian never aims merely to repre- 
sent nature. No truly Indian sculptor ever 
wrought direct from the living model or 
painted religious pictures from the life. The 
old school artists probably neve? drew from 
nature at all. The artist's memory was 
stored with pictures; his powers of visualiza- 
tion and imagination had been trained by 
the acts of worship demanded by his re- 
ligion Nature remains to the Hindoo a veil, 
nota revelation. His art must be something 
more than mere imitation; it must manifest 
what lies behind. 

We demand truth to nature. But, unltke 
jesting Pilate. the Indian stays the answer 
Nature, says the Indian thinker, the phe- 
nomenal world that is, is known only 
through sensation. But, he declares, he has 
no warrant for supposing that sensation 
conveys any adequate conception of the in- 
trinsic reality of things in themselves. He 
even denies that they have any such reality 
apert from himself. Natural forms are but 
incarnations of ideas, each .of incomplete 
expression. The artist seeks to portray the 
ideal world of true reality, the world of tm.

Indlan art is essentially sensuous, or rather 
It suggests the eternal and inexpressible in- 
finitudes in terms of sensuous beauty—the 
love of man for woman or for nature is one 
with his love for God. All life is a sacra- 
ment. No part of it ls more so than another. 
Nothing is common or unclean. Inasmuch 
as imitation and portraiture are not directly 
almed at but rather the representation of 
ideals in symbolic form, the intimation of the 
deity behind all form rather than the imita- 
tion of the form itself, the artist may depict, 
for example, the sport of Krishna with the 
Milkmaids; but it must be In a spirit of re- 
ligious idealism, not for the mere sake of the 
sensuous imagery itself. 

There is no profane love in Indian art. All 
love ig a divine mystery, a recognition of 
unity. The western distinction between 
sacred and profane love ts for the Indian 
meaningless. Hence the relation of the soul 
of God may be conceived of in terms of the 
Passionate adoration of a woman for her 
lover. Sex symbolism in Indian art has been 
often. and often willfully. misunderstood. 
But as Sir Monier Williams has said, the re- 
lationship between the sexes in India {s re- 
garded as a sacred mystery and is never held 


to be suggestive of tmproper or indecent 
Ideas 


All Life Accepted as Religious. 


So in other respects Coomaraswamy claims 
that Hindoolem accepts all Hfe as religious, 
no part as profane. Therein lies the strength 
of Hindooism; in its absence the weakness of 
modern Christianity, which is Puritanical, 
not concerning itself with art or agriculture, 
craft, sex, or science. As a result these are 
secularized. A man concerned with these 
vital sides of lite must either preserve his 
life or his religion quite apart in separate wa- 
ter tight compartments or let religion go. 
Modern western art long since ceased to be 
religious. There is no longer a union of the 
artistic with the religious sense. The same 16 
true of dancing and music. Such art appears 


to the Indian as empty because of its lack } 


of true metaphysies. 

The ideal of beauty employed in Indian art 
is a beauty of type. impersonal and aloof, not 
an ideal of varied, individual beauty. but 
formalized- and rhythmic. For the Indian 
this appeal is always stronger than that of 
beauty associated with the accidental and 
unessential. Hence the Indian believes the 
beauty of art is more compelling and deeper 
than that of nature itself. He has disen- 
tangled pure ideais from the web of circum- 
Stance; they are less realized, but more sug- 
gestive than fact itself. Hence the passionate 
love of nature in Indian art and literature, 
combined with an almost indifference to the 
beauty, at any rate to the picturesqueness, of 
nature herself. 

It is essential to the Indian ideal of beauty 
that representations should be restrained. 
“The hands and feet should be without veing, 
the bonég of the wrist and ankles should not 
be shown.“ So in real life he considers in- 
visible ankles and wrists beautiful. 


No Place for the Pretty. 

The artist does not seek to display pis 
knowledge or his skill. Over elaborated de- 
tall may destroy the beauty of the work, but 
his desire for abstract form and his attempt 
to suppress unnecessary detail result in an 
ar“ essentially clear and fine. Mystery may 
not depend on vagueness. There is no place 
in Indian art for the pretty. If the artist 
is to interpret God to all of you, his work 
must now be beautiful, now terrible, but al- 
ways with that ling quality which 
transcends the limited conceptions of beauty 
and ugliness. 

The God whom art alone can interpret is 
personal, in and through all nature. All tnis 
universe. is strung upon me as gems upon 
a thread.” Nature is sometimes soft and 
smiling, sometimes aleo red in tooth and 
claw; in her both life and death are found. 

There are three qualities in nature—truth 
passion, gloom. Their relative proportion 
determines the character of everything. They 
must. therefore, enter into all material and 
conditioned representations, even of the 
deity. The Indian concelves of art as the con- 
trolling and rhythmic expression of the emo- 
tions, of which there are nine—love,; the 
heroic, compassion, wonder, the ridiculous, 
fear, disgust, the terrible, peace. Love isa 
fundamental emotion. Love and peace are 
permanent; the others are of the moment. 

The artist's lion need be Uke no lion on 
earth or in any zodlogica!l garden: he le not 
illustrating a work on natural history. Freed 
from such a limitation, he is able to express 
through his lion the whole theory of his na- 
tional existence and. individual idiosyn- 
crasies. 


To return to the dancing Shiva, “ He 
wraps about him as a garment the tiger fury 
of human passion; the guile and malice of 
mankind he wears as a necklace: and beneath 
his feet he has forever crushed the embodi- 
ment of évil. In his marvelous grace and 
rhythm of dancing he exhibits the effortless 
ease with which, in his grace, he supports the 
cosmos; it is his sport. It is a ceaseless, 
mystic dance, creating. preserving, destroy- 
ing, embodying. and graciously releasing.

While Royal Ascot marks the height of 
the London season. Glorious Goodwood ” 
Bignalizes its close. The latter race meeting 
is undoubtedly the smarter of the two. For 
its distance from London, as wel! as the fact 
that it ig held within the precincts of a pri- 
vate park, tends to cuntribute to emancipate 
it from all that outside element of sharpers, 
gypsies, bookkeepers, itinerant minstrels, 
unauthorized bookmakers, and tramps ch 
constitute so marked à feature ox other 
tracks, and ‘from which even Ascot is not 
wholly free. > 

Goodwood is, indeed, the only one of the 
score or more of private racecourses formerly 
owned by great nobles and territorial mag- 
nates and maintained by them not for pur- 
poses of revenue or for the benefit of the pub- 
lic but for their own personal entertainment 
and for that of their friends imbued with the 
same taste for sport as themselves. Gradual- 
ly they have all passed out of existence, 
owing to the ever Increasing charges of one 
kind and another upon property, except 
Goodwood. 

The owner is the Duke of Richmond, who 1s 
also the Duke of Lennox, of Gordon, and 
‘of d' Aubigny, the latter a French honor: 
and were he so listed, he could do away 
with the Goodwood races tomorrow, by de- 
priving it of the use of his track and by 
closing his park. The meeting is indebted 
for its designation as ‘‘ Glorious Goodwood 
to the magnificence of the background and 
the picturesquene of the environment. 
with its majestic old trees. centuries of 
age; also to the stately splendor of every- 
thing connected with the establishment from 
the appointments of the house, or rather 
palace, to those of the stables, and of every- 
thing connected with the race course, per- 
haps also to the fact that the people pres- 
ent are recruited almost wholly from the 
various great country houses and castles in 
the county, which are all filled with guests 
for the occasion, and from whence they 
usually arrive at the course, not in automo- 
biles, but in carriages and four, driven from 
the saddle by gorgeously arrayed postilions, 
preceded by outriders, and followed by 
mounted grooms. 

In fact, the attendance may be said to be 
more or less restricted to the cream of the 
English great world, the members of which: 
are made to feel that while at Goodwood 
they are the Duke of Richmond's guests, 
his own nouse party usually including a 
number of royal personages, and customa- 
rily the sovereign. |

The first Duke of Richmond was a great 
gambler and the marriage of hig eldest son 
and heir, the second duke, to Lady #arah 
Cadogan was the result of a card debt of her 
father, William, Karl of Cadogan, to the first 
Duke of Richmond. Bride and bridegroom 
were mere children at the time, Lady Sarah 
being fetched from the nutsery and the Earl

Cash Gain Noteworthy. 

The noteworthy feature of the statement 
was the gain in cash, not all accounted for 
by the increased membership, in a week in 
which heavy payments were made to the gov- 
ernment on account of the Panama canal 


| subscriptions. The inetitutions outside of 


the clearing house, as well as those included 
in the association, reported a gain in cash 
which indicates, of course, that it wes from 
the interior that the clearing house lustitu- 
tions received the cash which offset the loss 
to the government. 

With the payment today of the bulk of 
the July interest and dividends, other then 
those which fell due on the first of the 
month. and with the completion also of the 
payments on account of the government bond 
issue, the heavy shifting of accounts which 
have been reflected in the statements of the 
last three weeks will be followd in all prob- 
ability by lesser movements. and it may be 
by a gradual increase in surplus up to the 
time when the cash demands for crop pur- 
poses assume large proportions. 


Agriculture Plays Important Part. 

The figures of the country’s agricultural 
exports in June and for the fiscal year com- 
pleted with that month, which were published 
today, brought out strikingly the important 
part which agricultural exports, particulerly 
cotton, have played in the increase in the 
country’e credit trade balance which did 80 
much in the fiscal year just passed to 
strengthen thie money canada: x in its relation 
to those of Europe. 

For June itself @ small decrease in agri- 
cultural exporte was shown, due almost 
entirely to a decline of $11000,000 in the 
value of cotton exports in that month. Most 
of the other items showed increases. some 
of them in substantial amount. Relatively 
smal] cotton exports in June are not surpris- 
ing when it is remembered how heavy the 
export movement of this staple was in the 
earlier months of the year. For the ful’ 
twelve month period the country’s cotton 
exports amounted to 8884. 000. 000, an increase 
of about $135,000.000 over the cotton exports 
of the previous year. 

The exports of all agricultural products 
amounted to $927,200,000, compared with 
$787,800,000 the previous year, a gain of $139,- 
400,000, which is only a little more than the 
increase shown in cotton experts alone. 
| These figures sufficiently attest the impor- 
| tance of this one staple in the country's ex- 
ports and serve to emphasize the importance 
of the present prospect that this year’s cot- 
‘ton crop will exceed all previous records. 


Almost No Stock Market. 

There was almost no stock market today. 
It ig something over seven years since as lit- 
tle trading was done in a Saturday two hour 
session as was recorded today.

Directions in Sign Writing. 

To this half mad, half lucid letter, as 
strange a document as ver boyish imagina- 
tion fancied into hig garret pirate hunts 
were added the two maps, of which the larger 
was a further elucidation of the smaller (re- 
produced herewith) evidently drawn to give 
location. On each was lettered a group of 
hieroglyphics or sigh writing, probably a 
combination of Indian and hermit’s code. 

The larger map bore the words: “ Cedar 
chest—with body. Key in Lonesome oak.”

Reveals Hermit’s Strange Past

‘the chest, but only little ground was covered 


in this time, in no methodical way. 

On the isiand, on the other hand, a gang 
of men armed With sounding rods began 
operations early, last week and fair progress 


was made, but no chest discovered. Sending 


a rod down through the grave land stone 
every few square feet over the area of sev- 
eral acres is in itself no light task. Every 
now and then during the operations with a 
rod · firm substance was struck at about the 
proper depth, but real excavation in each 
case revealed a stone. 

Digging parties have come from all the 
camps, resort hotels, and farms in the neigh- 
borhood, but so far no further discoveries 
have been made. The first chest is, however, 
even if no other is ever found, rich enough 
in that romance and speculation which has 
made buried treasure the most fascinating 
of all mysteries. : 

What is the story of Hezikia Thomas,

gold? What are the secrets of these cryptic 
worde in his. letter? Surely he was mad, 
but why? 

Little is known of Thomas in his neighbor- 
hood. None lives who saw him in the flesh, 
but a few of the old settiers remembered the 
retold stories of the elders who had seen 
and known the hermit. Of these is George 
Knevels, a farmer and stockbreeder, who 
now owns the land 8 squatted on by. 
Thomas. 

> 

Knevelse moved to the neighborhood with 
his parents in 1864 and they took possession 
of the old square house which had been the 
abode of the hermit-alchemist. On the floor 
by nearly all the windows of the old dwell- 
ing were piles of pebbles. Glibly as the elder 
Knevels ordered his son to shove them out, 
his curtosity was nevertheless excited to the 
point of asking older settlers what their im- 
port might be. And they told him all that 
is known of Hezikia Thomas, who dreamed 
that stones were gold and spirits clay. 

Thomas came to the neighborhood in the 
late 408 or early '50s, squatting in the old 
houses deserted by earlier settlers who had 
been driven back to New York by the ague.

For eelf protection and to maintain a 
standard of wool clad dignity against al) 
odds, the restaurant secured arrays of shop 
worn coats with which to clothe unwilling 
visitoren The manager of one of the local 
theaters stil in operation has not taken such 
a radical step, but he always retains the 
jacket of his second best suit in the office, 
ready for immediate service. 
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Concessions Made to Comfort. 


However, this “ shirtwaist summer has 
already made itself felt on the heretofors 
adamant souls of the restaurant proprietors. 
Although prohibiting the appearance of a 
cool shirtwaist in their halis for the retresh 
ment of both men and women, the grilles anc 
“gentiemen'’s dining rooms have been 
thrown open to the shirtwaist man.

Never in the history of IIlinois has the 
opportunity to clean the Republican party 
deen so good as at the pre time.

HOW TO ADMINISTER THE PANAMA 
CANAL. : 

Col. Roosevelt, discussing an interview 
with Col. Goethals by Mr. Hayden Talbot, 
published in the current number of the 
Outlook, wishes that the article could be 
distributed as a tract everywhere.“ Col. 
Goethals tells his interviewer what he al- 
ready has told congress. The canal is al- 
most in being. Its administrative problems 
must be determined. For this there is not 
three years’ time. The time is now. 

The canal has been built under one man 
domination. Roosevelt tells how he made 
this beneficial despotism possible after con- 
gress had insisted on clinging to the “ seven 
headed commission.” He, as president, an- 
anounced that every recommendation made 
by Goethals would be acted on as if he were 
the single commissioner, and that any other 
commissioner who did not acquiesce thereby 
automatically resigned. 

This one man domination must continue 
when the canal is in operation, in the opin- 
ion of Roosevelt and Goethals, and the 
former is of the opinion that the latter is 
the one man. Half the canal force, now 
organized under a paternal government, 
must be retained for the working of the 
canal. And it must be made to pay. 

Col. Goethals proposes that the United 
States government shall control the business 
of the zone, supply coal to vessels, offer 
them facilities for repair. as they pass 
through the canal, provision them, and, to 
the exclusion of private interests, operate 
the zone district as a commercial enterprise 
tor the benefit of the people whose $375,- 
000,000 built the waterway. 

The shipping of the world can be at- 
tracted to the canal, he points out. It 
brings Singapore closer to Bremen than the 
Suez canal brings it, but to get the business 
the United States must offer facilities. It 
must operate machine shops, laundries, and

And 
the Ohio State Journal reports that “ it 
was the hottest, quietest, and safest 
Fourth of July that Columbus ever had, 
‘The firecracker, the gun, and the cannon 
did not appear, and so there was not an 
injured or mangled boy or dead body 
anywhere yesterday as a result of pow- 
der patriotism. What a happy conii- 
tion for the city to be in!“ What a 
marked difference from other days, after 
the Fourth: It seems that these ear 
splitting and soul stabbing Fourth of 
Julys are ended; ang it is well; it is 


very well,” 
On the other hgnd, the ‘fight is not 
yet over, Thus the Buffalo Enquirer 


reports that as compared with Fourths 
of July of ten or a dozen years ago, the 
celebration of 1911 will go down in his- 
tory as the safest and sanest yet, but 
so difficult is it to eliminate all danger 
without stronger support than city or- 
dinances or good resolutions that it is 
proposed to seek aid from the state lez- 
islature to prohibit the indiscriminate 
sale of fireworks.”

Mr: Alton B. Parker, in his address be- 
fore the New York legislature at the memo- 
rial services in honor of the late David B. 
Hill, spoke in praise of the economy in 
state administration in the seven years HII 
was governor. The New York Sun, dis- 
cussing further the state finances of that 
period, contrasts them with the expenses 
of succeeding administrations, admiring the 
frugality of Hill. 

The praise, no doubt, was deserved, but 
it was not proportionate. In 1886, under 
Hill, the expenses of state government in 
New York were $12,518,026. In 1910 they 
were $38,332,015. In 1886 a state was 4 
political organization of easy responsibility. 
It is not alone that population has increased 
greatly. The acknowledged state duties 
and obligations are far beyond anything 
earlier executives would have thought 
within the scope of government.

We are convinced 
that the clam baker hears of ad new method 
only to scorn it and that the maker of clam 
chowder would disown his grandmother 
more quickly than his formula. 

Alf this about how to cut the pota- 
toes, how many cubes of pork oF =i 
con to use, how to lay the clams, and 
what other ingredients should enter into 
the composition, is intended for foreign 
not native consumption. These recipes 
are thrown west as harpoons. They 
penetrate the inland imagination which 
then feels the gentle tug: “Come on

HILE Emperor Francis Joseph has 
declined to give his official approval 
to the Anti-Dueling league, yet no 
one has done, in a quiet way, more 
in the last ten years to discourage.

and navy. The most radical step which he 
has taken in this direction is a general order 
recently issued to the army and navy, not 
through the wwar department, but by him 
self, in his capacity as commander in chief 
of the armed forces of the dual empire, di- 
recting that his officers should, whenever 
possible, seek redress for insult or indignity 
from the law courts’ more especially when 
provocation of this kind is received from 
civilians. 

Until the issue of this general order it was 
absolutely imperative for every ‘Officer who 
received a blow or an insult either o chal- 
lenge his assailant or, if the latter was not 
of gentle birth-—that is to say, capable of

down on the

This has been the cause of innumerable en- 
counters between officers and unarmed civil- 
lans, in gvhich the latter were sabered and 
often dangerously wounded, if not killed, in 
what was apparently an altogether cowardly 
manner, but where the officer had no alterna- 
tive, since, if he allowed himself to be in- 
sulted, and especially struck, by a man dis- 
qualified by soclal rank from meeting him in 
a duel, without cutting the man down in- 
stantly, he was not only obliged to leave the 
regiment, but forfeited his commission and 
left the army with a lasting social stigma 
attached to his name. 

Francis Joseph now relieves his offieers 
of this obligation, and directs them to seek 
redress from the courts whenever possible, 
particularly in cases where they have been 
subjected to some indignity by civilians. He 
has also deereed- that no military, naval, or 
civil officer of his government who is insulted 

while in the performance of his duty, or re- 
ceives a challenge from any man who con- 
ceives himself insulted by the performance 
of that duty, shall be required to fight. In 
fact, duels in this connection are inadmissi- 
ble. He also renders it binding on divisional, 
brigade, and regimental commanders to see 
that no duels shall be fought among officers 
for trifling causes, but only for most serious 

ers, and then not until a court of honor 

posed of the disputants’ fellow officers 
has declared thet no other course is open 
to them. 

The first clause of this edict of Emperor 
Francis Joseph may be regarded es alto- 
gether revolutionary, and is likely to be fol- 
lowed by Emperor William and other conti- 
nental monarchs, and will contribute more 
than anything else that has been done until 
now to restrict the duello. 

— 

Lieut. Col. Charles von Bronn, who has 
for ten or fifteen years past been the most 
devoted of the personal aids-de-camp of 
Emperor Francis Joseph, and his constant 
attendant and companion in all his drives, 
rides, and trips, has just been advanced by 
him to the rank of prince. 

This may seem a startling promotion to 

those who are unaware of the fact that the 

lieutenant colonel is a morganatic first cousin 
of the German empress and also a near kins- 
man of King George, of the czarina, and of 
a number of other royal and imperial per- 
sonages. 

The fact of the matter is that he is the 
morganati¢ son of the late Prince Charles of 
Hohehlohe and of the latter's wife, a woman 
of humble birth, known as Marie Gratwoht, 
a native of the little town of Weikersheim, 
which is comprised in the vast domains of 
the princely house of Hohenlohe. She was 
created on the occasion of her marriage 
Baroness von Bronn by the late King of 
Wiirtemberg, and it is under the name of 
Prince of Weikersheim that her son, who is 
married to Countess Marie Czernin, member 
of one of the grandest families of the old 
feudal aristocracy of Austria, will henceforth 
be known. 

The princely house of Hohenlohe regards 
as its founder Henry I. von Weikersheim, 
who @ourished in 1156, and it is therefore par- 
ticularly appropriate that Baron von Bronn 
should on his elevation to the rank of prince 
revive this ancient and almost forgotten 
name of the great house to which he belongs 
through his father. 

The latter was the eldest brother of the 
mother of the German empress and of that 
Prince Hermann Hohenlohe who until a few 
years ago was governor general of Alsace- 
Lorraine. Their mother was that Princess 
Feodora of Leiningen who was a stepsister 
of Queen Victoria and who figures so re- 
peatedly and in such affectionate terms in 
the queen’s published description of her life 
in the Highlands and in her other reminis- 
cences. Consequently the new Prince Wel- 
kersheim is a grandnephew of Queen Vic- 
torta, and it was because he was, as such, a 
nephew, à la mode de Bretagne, of King 
Edward, that he was always attached to the 
suite of the English monarch whenever he 
visited Vienna or Ischl.

Although King George has done so much 
since he ascended the throne to restore 
friendiy relations betweemEngland and Ger- 
many; and to diminish that strain between 
the two nations which during the reign of 
his father had almost reached the breaking 
point, yet’ for all that he is not neglecting 
to give proper attention to those features 
of his empire’s system of defense that more 
particularly has Germany in view. Thus it 
is officially announced that while at Edin- 
burgh this week he will make a careful and 
exhaustive inspection of the great works 
which have been in progress for some years 
past at Rosyth and which are having the 
effect of converting that natural bay, lying 
between Castle Point and St. Margaret's 
Hope at the eastern extremity of the Firth 
of Forth into one of the most powerful naval 
bases in existence. . 

Equipped with érydocke capable of dock- 
ing not one but a number of the largest of 
Dreadnaughts, and armed with the most 
powerful devices of twentieth century war- 
fare, it will prove the most important as well 
as the strongest of all England's big mari- 

Inasmuch 
as it is situated within easy striking distance 
of the German coasts, it may be almost 
said to command the entrance to the North 
sea and to the Baltic, as well as access to al) 
German ports. it cannot be regarded ag 
otherwise than a menace so great to the 
Teuton empire as to plentifully warrant the 
kaiser in inaugurating all those worke in and 

around Borkum which have been so much 
exploited by the English. newspapers as a 
German menace against Great Britain.

St. Margaret’s Hope takes its name from 
Queen Margaret of Scotland. She was the 
sister of Edgar Atheling, heir to the Angig- 
Saxon dynasty of King Edward the Con- 
fessor, and. she fied witi her brother and 
her mother from England before William 
the Condueror.

BEYOND THE GRAVE. 
BY DR. FRANK CRANE. —

idea of immortality is one that ts 
most tenaciously clung to by our senti- 
| ments and most conclusively rejected 
dy materialistic reasoning. 
|. There is danger that the mind of the 
average intelligent person, trained to the 
strict. honesty and self-control] of modern 
scientific methods, will put aside this sweet 
persuasion as belonging to the myths and 
guesses of former ages of igno Let us 


therefore state succinctly the grounds upon | 
whieh an enlightened, strictly truthful in- 


Aelligence bases such a belief. | 

And, first, the whole matter must be rec- 
ognized as lying outside of and beyond the 
realm of accurate knowledge. 

It has no ‘kinship with botany, mathemat- 
ics, chemistry, or any of the other exact 
sciences. It lies rather in that region which 
every cultured scientist today acknowledges 
to exist, Where the overtones of truth play, 
where are the deep mysteries of the person- 
ality, the subliminal instincts, and the aner 
esthetic. perceptions. 

These things, of course, are just as rea’, 
though not so well defined, as the exact sci- 
ences, and have quite as much, it not more, 
to do with life. 

All materialistic proofs of a future life, 
therefore, such as psychic research and 
spiritualistic performances, may be set aside 

as hardly consistent with intellectual self- 
respect. 

The profoundest argument perhaps is the 
one emphasized by Emerson, who says that 
„hen God has a point to carry With the 
race he plants his arguments in the in- 
stinets.“ The fact that the conviction that 
personality will outlast death is as old as 
humanity, has never been absent. from 
human experience, and is practically ac- 
knowledged universally today, has great 
force. So persistent a phenomenon of human 
consciousness goes a long way toward prov- 
ing that it corresponds to a fact. 

Science, as John Fiske points out, has 
nothing more to do with the matter n to 
weigh this fact. Science does not prove im- 
mortality impossible. He says: In the 
course of evolution there is no more philo- 
sophical difficulty in man’s acquiring im- 
mortal life than in his acquiring the erect 
posture and articulate speech.”’ 

The most convincing proof of our continued 
existence, however, to thoughtful persons is 
the fact that, without this, life loses its moral 
significance. The next world is inextricably 
bound up with our ethical sense. And that 
not merely by tradition, but by a profound 
reason, which was truly felt, though fan- 
tastically stated, by men since tte beginning 
of time. 

The point is that moral motives are too 
long to fit this earthly short career. All 
the higher, more humanizing, subtler, and 
more altruistic sentiments are too cramped. 
for room. They cannot fitly play inside a 
1 e of thirty-three years or so. 

rutal, bestial, sensual, and all destractive 
emotions reap a quick harvest. Their re- 
ward is in theirhand. The selfish man gets 
what he goes after. He makes his money, he 
sates his lusts] he fills the measure, at his 
pride, and, as with the beasts, death comes 
mercifully with the decay of his powers, so 
that his term isin a way rational. 

But the rewards of virtue are long and 
slow. The increment of goodness seems a 
cosmic process that needs not days but 
centuries. Honesty is not the best policy 
always, within a period of a year nor of a 
lifetime; we feel it to be the best policy al- 
ways only when it can get a chance to outlive 
all opposition. 

Even so loyalty; purity, nobility, and all 
the diviner traits of men only ha ve chaneé 
to stand erect when they can pierce through 
death. The world would mies its proudest 
instances of manly strength and womanly 
beauty if there should be taken away all 
cases where men and women went smiling to 
death for a principle. 

Hence, to remove from men the feeling 
that another life supplements this would | 
cut the nerve of moral emotion; it would 
remove the halo from our flesh; it would rub 
out our tint of divinity; it would eHminate’ 
all that far reaching heroism of souls that 
leads them to commit themselves utterly to 
noble aims. 

Efface heaven, and the result is psycho- 
logically gure— there would be left for us but 
the slough of the Senses more or less refined, 
and instead of enduring the cross and 
despising the sha for the jjoy set before 
us, we should t the advice of Proper- 
tlus: 

Dum licet inter hos igitur laetamur 
amantes; not satis est Ullo tempore longus 
amor.”

Vocal methods formed the subject of a Hve- 


between Dr. Floyd 8. Muckey of New York 
and D. A. Clippinger of Chicago. Dr. Muckey 
represented the scientists and came forward 
with a report of the investigation of the vocal 
mechanism conducted by Prof. William Hal- 
lock of Columbia university and himself. 
Mr. Clippinger represented the artists who 
believe that the services of the scientists are 
but slight. In this particular instance he 
implied that Dr. Muckey and Prof. Hallock 
were laboring under a delusion as to Abe im- 
portance of their work; that the facts they 
believed to have discovered in the course of 
their experiments have long been known both 
to the scientific and the artistic world. 

Dr. Muckey now makes reply to Mr. Clip- 
Pinger’s article in a letter of such great 
length that we are obliged to summarize its 
opening pages. Beginning with an earnest 
Statement to the effect that the goal of all re- 
search is truth and that personalities should 
therefore not enter into a debate of this na- 
ture, he speedily forsakes this pacific po- 
sition and accuses Mr. Clippinger of willful 
misrepresentation. The writer becomes a 
party to some of this misrepresenta tion be- 
Cause many of the statements attributed to 
Dr. Muckey were the impressions of an in- 
terview, and several of them are now dis- 
claimed by» that. gentleman. 


_ 

The fret of these questioned statements 
concerns the vocal chords. According to 
that interview, Dr. Muckey specifically 
Stated that the voice is a stringed instru- 
ment. The writer is positive that he did 
make such a statement and he admits that 
such is his understanding of the vocal mech- 
anism. He denies, however, that other sci- 
entists have preceded him in this discovery 


scientific authorities who, he says, have 
already proved this to their entire satisfac- 
tion.“ Dr. Muckey further demands that 


‘publication, and the facts deduced in sup- 
port of it. 

The next point of disagreement concerns the 
question of resonance. In the article which 
appeared in Tum Taipune for June 17 it was 
stated that Dr. Muckey believed the power 
of the tone to be determined by the rein- 
forcing vibrations of the resonance cham- 
bers of the head and pharynx. According to 
Mr. Clippinger, this is a fact with which vocal 
tegchers have been familiar for a century at 
least. 
fact but a complete misstatement. The car- 
rying power of the tone is due to “ the ex- 
tent of the swing of the vocal chords and 
resonance.” 

Referring to the photographic analysis of 
a good vocal tone, he points out that carry- 
ing power, not mere volume that may im- 
press at close range or in a small room, is 
aus to the height of the air waves set up by 
the tone and to the proportion of “ funda- 
mental” and over-tones ; that the soft 
tone, properly produced, will have greater 
carrying power than a loud tone improperly 
produced, because of more just acoustic pro- 
portions; that the difference between a loud 
and soft tone determined by scientific analy- 
sis is one of quality. 


— 

The difference in production of a loud and 
asoft tone is one of breath pressure, ac~ 
cording to Dr. Muckey, the increased prese- 
ure of the breath in the loud tone being re- 
sponsible for the segmentation of the vocal 
chords which adds “over tones” to the loud 
tone that the softer tone does not possess, 


trineic, voluntary and interfering muscles 
the Increased pressure necessary to augment 
the tone is slight; where incorrect method 
permits the voluntary muscles to interfere, 
it is correspondingly great, and the resulting 
strain to the vocal chords exceedingly in- 
Jurious. 

Pausing to point out that the fact of re- 
sonance with which vocal teachers have been 
familiar for a century, according to Mr, 
Clippinger, is not the only factor concerned, 
that gentleman's acourecy, Dr. Muckey 
passes on to another disputed point. 

Clippinger questioned Dr. Muckey’s 
cla to having discovered the fact that 
quality in the vocal tone is determined by 
the proportion of overtones and stated that 
thie had been proved by Helmholtz sixty 
years ago. Dr. Muckey replies: ‘“Helmholts 
never made a scientific investigation of the 
voioe. Hence he could not have proved any- 
thing in regard to the quallty of the tone. 
In his Sensations of Tone’ he says that 
the vocal chord is ‘a-membranous reed.’ In 
another place he classes reede, disks, and 
membranes as sources of sound With in- 
harmonic overtones.’ In still another place, 
I think, he gives the voice the harmonic 
series which delongs to it. These references 
prove conclusively that Helmholtz never at- 
tempted anything like a thorough investiga-' 
tion of the voice. If he had he would not 
have called the voice ‘a membranous reed’ 
as it produces the ‘overtones’ of the string.“

Dr. Muckey then proceeds to prove that 
his investigation has not been, anticipated 
either by Helmholtz or other scientists, cit- 
ing the evidence of the extensive apparatus 
employed by Prof. Hallock and himseif 
which took fifteen years to perfect, whereas, 
had such apparatus been a matter of scien- 
tific record, it could have been reproduced in 
dess than that many weeks. 


vestigation is seen in the recognition given 
it by various scientific societies. The Brook- 
lyn Academy of Science recognized as new 
Prof. Hallock's apparatus for photograph- 
ing the vocal chords in action. This hap- 
pened in 18698. In 1804 a preliminary report 
of their investigations was read before the 
New York Academy of Science. It was fol- 
lowed by an actuel exhibition of the work 
and the scientists did not question its new- 
ness. 

On account of ite novelty the exhibition at- 
tracted the attention of scientists in France, 
England, Germany, and India. Still there 
was no question of its originality. A report 
to the American Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science called forth many expres- 
gions of approval, but nota 6633 as to 
it not being new. 

“Tt remained.“ continues Dr. Muckey, for 
this gentlemen (Mr. Clippinger) some fifteen 
years later to assert that our work was not 
original and that none of our ideas was new. 
it pow remains for him to subetantlate his as- 
ger tions or to admit that he has purposely mis- 
represented. I say purposely because he 
claims to know what is going om among 
scientific investigators. All of our work is 
on the records of these different scientific so- 
cleties and these records are open to the 
public. We would be giad to have all investi- 
gate for themeecives.”

If Mr. Clippinger believes 
th involuntary tone production—and he evi- 
dently does, for he says He sings best who 
thinks least’ and at the same time claims 
that his tone concept’ is the fundamental 
thing in tone production—he must admit 
that he is fundementally wrong. Any such 
thing as a ‘tone concept’ ia thinking, and 
this involves an act ofAhe will, which means 
voluntary action or interference with the 
true vocal muscles, which, in our scheme, is 
fundamentally wrong. 

“The pedagogue with his.‘ tone concept 
and a thousand and one other thinge that in- 
volve thought, and consequently roluntaty 
actiom ts developing the interference he is 
striving so vainly to get rid of. On the other 
hand, we believe in training the voluntary 
or interfering muscles to remain quéescent 
during tone production, thus allowing the 
invol ry muscles to come into action end 
perform their proper function. We cannot 
train Involuntary muscles, as they are not 
under control of the will, but we can-develop 
them with the right kind of exercises prop- 
erly executed. Our exercises. have been 
worked out with precisély this end in view 
and cannot fail allowing sufficient time to do 
the work.

Dr. Muchkey concludes his atticts iwith a 
brief restatement of the method employed 
in investigating the subject of tone produc- 
tion together with the results: obtained as 
follows:

“Our definition . voloe as « eomptex 
series of air waves leads us at once to the 
Problem of separating or analyzing thie 
series. The building of an apparatus to d 
this ocowpied nearly three years We found 
that the pitch veriea with the length of tho 
wave, intensity and carrying power with the 
height and that quality is concerned with the 
number and relative intensities of the partial 
tones. Examining into the relationships and 
sequences (cauges) which lie back of these 
classes of facts, we find that the pitch length 
of wave depends entirely upon the length, 
weight, and tension of the vocal chord. ‘ 

Wo. then hed to work out how the length 
weight, and tension could be changed by the 
action in the larynx, and thig was a long 

rand difficult task. Prof. Hallock had to build 
three cameras before he could get sati@factory - 
Photographs of the vocal chords. These are 
the first photographs which show anything 
definite as to the action of the chords in tone 
production. Then we found that the intensity 
and carrying power, height of wave, de 
pended upon the extent of swing of the chord 
and resonance. Lastly we found that the 
quality, number, and relative intenelitles of 
the partial tones, depended upon regmenia- 
tion of the vocal chords, which originate all 
the air waves and the reinforcements ob- 
tained by the sympathetic vibration of the 
air tm thé resonance cavities-—viz: the 
pharynx, mouth; and nose. 
; >- : 

“Finally we found that the contrection of 
the extrinsic voluntary muscles interfered 
with the action of the larynx, taking away 
two ef the factorsin raising the pitoh (lessen- 
ing of the length and weight of the chord); 
that they interfered with the intensity and 
carrying power by cu ting off at east e- 
tourt ha of our resonance space; and last. but 
not least, that they interfered with the qua!l- 
tty by cutting down the reinforcement and 
tterfering with the swing of the n chords 
themselves. 

“ A consideration of all these facts pointed 
out that relaxation of the extrinei¢ muscle 
was the only solutton of correct tone prod uo- 
tion and that this is the natural law which 
underlies the whole matter. Amy investiga- 
tion carried out by any other method than 
this cannot be called scientific and must 
necessarily result in the vagaries and contra- 
dictions of which Mr. Chippinger writes.

How the United States Secret Service Has Organized an 
Almost Impregnable System of Guarding Against Bad 
Money—Counterfeits and Their Makers.

made plate, may be detected. In any case 
where one is suspicioug it is best to have 
the note examined by an expert. If that 
is imposible, take the name of the person 
who passes it and call his attention to the 
number of the bill in question so as to avoid 
dispute on this important point.

of success, it today only takes a few hours Sie 
for an expert in the applicaton of the com- ü 
plex photoméchanical process to produce a 
betted and even more dangerous counterfeit 
bank note than any from a hand engraved 
plate, no matter how skillfully executed. 

“The counterfeit is an exceedingly danger- 
ous one. This counterfeit is apt to deceive 
the ordinary handler of money.“ These state- 
ments taken from circulars issued by the se- 
cret service disprove the generally accepted 
theory that the success of the counterfeiters 
is far more du to the ignorance and the care 
lessness of the general public than to the per-

The shel) is one-eighth of an inch 
thick. Lengthwise it is thirty-two inches in 
circumference, and it measures twenty-six 
ir.ches around the middle. Though termed a 
fossil egg, it is not petrified, but is in perfect 
condition, unbroken, and hase yellow color. 
The contents have turned into a fine dust, 
which comes out, when handled, through a 
small natural perforation on one side. 

The aepyornis, like the moa of New Zea- 
jand, was exterminated by the hand of man. 
A few centuries ago it was quite abundant, 
and several incomplete fossil remains have 
been discovered, but no complete skeleton 
ever has yet been found. These show the 
bird was three toed, of massive proportions, 
amd short winged. The Madagascar natives 
have for many years used the great egg shell 
for various household purposes. In fact, the 
firet knowledge of these eggs known 
when some Madagascar natives came to the 
Mauritius to buy rum, bringing the aepyornis 
eggs with them to held the liquor. Only 
three or four of these huge eggs have been 
brought into civilisatéom. The present one 
is the most perfec as well as the largest 
known. .

The flame will be seen to waver and quiver. 
The various layers of air are at different 
Gensities and in motion. Rapid twinkling of 
the stars is a sign of a change of weather.’

Tear is it in modern business which 

% suddenly has brought about sye- 
* tematizing systems upon systems 
‘which are to deal with the salaried 
and wage workers of an institution, 
from the time the worker enters the estab- 
lishment in the morning until he has a the 
house at night? 

It may have been wholly necessary * re- 
gard to the wage worker who accomplishes 
much of his work with his hands. His union 
may have made rules which tne unionist 
laboret respecte and which his employer, 
paying him by the hour, must regard in see- 
ing that he gets an eight hour day’s measure 
in return. 

But it remains that whatever systemati- 
ing is done with reference to getting a day's 
work out of the employé makes the system 
an overhead charge upon the profits of the 
establishment. Bureaus and paraphernalia 
are fequired. Timekeepers and accountants 
must be employed. Everywhere this-prep- 
aration for making a man an automaton after 
he has reported for work and has been 
¢kecked up is a costly procedure, figuratively 
to be paid for before the employé has done 
a first stroke toward produc ive work. 

What is that first virtue which commends 
itself to the employer of worker under this 
systématized system? 

Punctuality! Pushing the button on the 
time clock! “ Showing up” early! 

I stood in a big retail drug store with a- 
cessory mall stocks of goods, making bf’ it 
a limited department store. As I waited for 
change and package at the cashier’s desk 1 
Saw a big time clock at one side and for half 
& square yard around it were typewritten 
posters applicable to employés who were re- 


quired to note their arrival in the morning. - 
and the minute of return from midday.

| View of Maker Wrong. 

As a matter of fact, this narrow maker of 
these narrow rules looks upon his handiwork 
as twentieth century progress, when in truth 
they were best applicable in all common, sense 
fifty years ago, when a big store of the kind 
had a trio of employés only, and when the 
absence of one man crippled an unexpected 
rush of business if he wasted only a few min- 
utes of his employer’s time. The one man's 
sixty minutes of lost time sixty years ago was 
far more serious than the wasting of 1,000 
minutes a day when distributed among 250 
employés. 

Organization is a presupposed condition in 
the house of the 250 employees. But it must

These are the exactions imposed by many es- 
tablishments and lines of business where by 
all that is sane an in line with common sense 
the routine would better be abolished. Why? 
For the reason that they cannot afford to 
tolerate the services of men who will not gov- 
ern their own conduct.

Discipline as It Works. 

We speak of the military discipline of 
the regular army. Closer home to most of us 
is the semi-military discipline of the city 
police force. How has this strictest require- 
ment of punctuality actually worked out? 


— 


What is “loafing” as applied tosthe vast 
body of the workers in a great city? It will 
be granted in a minute that if a mechanical 
man could be manufactured to his task by 
the expert mechanician, 


ical automaton would be subject to repairs, 
to adjustments, and to the manifold small 
overseeing and testings which would keep it 
up to ite capacity. 

First, the capacity of the automaton would 
be tested and the manikin bought or hired 
under the guarantee of the maker. But even 
the guarantor of the metallic automaton 


would impress upon the user of it that he 


have an expert machinist, having thorough 
knowledge of the automaton’s makeup, who 
perhaps further would be required to consult 
the manufacturer’s booklet of directions, and, 
in case of doubt, send for the manufacturer's 
own factory expert to make repairs and ad- 
justmenta. 
* * 
Where the Tendency Lies. 

Granting further that 250 to 5,000 of these 
insensate automatons are essential to the 
conduct of a business establishment, it would 
be essential that a laboratory, machine shop, 
repair Mop, and other specialized depart- 
ments of upkeep be established. A mechan- 
ical doctor would be needed to diagnose 
the metal man’s trouble before the machinist 


*undertook to remedy the defect. 


But what of the “systems” dealing with 
living personalities, which—under the influ- 
ences of systems—are tending toward living 
automata? 

Where is the laboratory on any scale? The 
machine shop? The specialty branches for 
discovering whether the employé is working 
at capacity, provided his capacity even has 
been discovered? 

At the most the employing agent has looked 
the applicant over, questioned him perhaps 
on fixed, general points, and employed him 
within ten minutes of the opening of the in- 
terview. After which the time clock, office 
rules, and department rulers take him over 
toward the Land of Automata. Everything 
is set and fixed to the end that he remain 
within the bounds of mediocrity. Af he be 
dull and can attain that level he is safe 
enough. 

Taking punctuality as the chief asset of 
system, one may ask what punctuality is in 
many establishments where the show of it 
is an absolute requirement. A department 
store on a big scale opens at 8 o'clock in the 
morning. Its 2,000 or 3,000 salespeople are 
all mustered, on time, at the counters. That 


on time means at the same time—8 o’clock 


sharp. But, as far as sales are concerned 
within the next hour and a half, probably 
two-thirds of these people would have better 
slept an hour later and appeared fresher for 
their day's work, 
x ** 
Merely a Suggestion. 

Naturally, however, tardiness could nos 
be tolerated on the basis of., the 8 o'clock push 
button. But a big department store that is 
successfully run is organized in the highes* 
degree. It is easily possible to make such a 
shift as would allow one-third a house’s pay 
roll to appear alternately and twice a week 


at least the one hour later. 


Look at the management of an electric light 


and power plant in public service. That first 


necessity. in economy is to discover the vari- 
ous peak loads that come upon the plant. 
Fifty thousand horse power may serve the 
lowest-call upon supply for six or eight hours 
“Or mere, ut may require 250,000 horse power 
at the maximum for two or three hours, while 
180,000 horse power will be the limit of neces- 
sity for the rest of a twenty-four hour day. 
Could the current producers stand the drain 
all day at 250,000 horse power, maximum? 
Or could they hope to continue in business 
on the dead level of 50,000 horse power? 

Why then should scores of big business 
houses command the peak reserve of Sal- 
aried forces at 8 o'clock sharp every morn- 
ing, when the peak load of effort begins 
at 10 o’clock and ends at 3 o’clock, 4 o’clock, 
or 5 o’clock, with the closing hour fixed at 6 
o’clock sharp? 

System has had its greatest rise in the 


last ten years. It may have been adopted as 3

HERE are many things you can make a 
windmill do in using. up its power. 
You have all seen wind wheels made 
to pump water and saw wood, but 
have you ever seen one rigged up 
to make a noise? 

On this machine, as you see in Fig. I. 
there is a shaft, coming from the windmill 
wheel, which has a crank at S. as shown. 

This crank has a connecting rod on it, 50 
that as the crank is turned by the wind wheel 
the rod works up and down, and thus works 
the bellows, D, up and down. As the bellows 
comes up it sucks itself full of air through a 
valve, which I will Show later. 

Then as the wind wheel pushes it down the 
alr in the bellows is forced out through the 
whistle hole in the ‘bellows top, thus blowing 
the whistle. The faster the wheel and crank 
turn the quicker will the air be forced out 


of the bellows and the louder will be the blow . 


of the whistle. 

A of this macninery part is mounted on a 
base board, A, which is piveted to turn 
about a screw or nail pivot on'the end ofa 
ck or tower from barn or shed roof. At 
the rear of this board a vane is fastened on 
a stick, E., so that the action of the wind 
keeps the wind wheel always pointed in the 
right direction for the wind to act properly 
In other words, 
the vane keeps the wheel always pointed 
„into the wind.”

The windmill wheel that furnishes power 
is very easy to make.

D lnk Proof Against Chemicals. 


By E. H. SMITH. 


IGHT years ago a newspaper printed 
a statement given by some banking 
‘authority to the purport that $30,000,- 
000 in frauds were perpetrated an- 
nually on banks and business con- 
eerns. Most of these peculations were to 
be traced to forged, altered, and raised 
checks, altered wills and documents, etc. 
Down in Covington, Ky., Dr. E. E. Schmidt, a 
medical practitioner, read the statements 
and began a series of experiments for the 


purpose of developing an ink that could 


not be altered or erased. Dr. Schmidt was 
a chemist along with his medicine and un- 


: 2 readily enough that practically all 


Le market inks can be erased neatly by sim- 


— chemicals. He knew, mofeover, that 


even these inks now generaly called water- 
and nonerasable can be deteted by 


means of chlorin gas and acids and that there 


is, in fact, no thoroughly secure ink. 

So he went to work. Eight years of at- 
tempts with various preparations failed to 
yield anything that other chemicals would 
not dissolve. Finally the physician was 

struck with the idea that chemicals en- 


ö 5 tered into the manufacture of paper from 


wood pulp. ‘Investigation disclosed what 
these chemicals were, amd there followed 


within a few days ah indelible writing com- 


pound N a eeerorinciol. The ides 


is a chemical ink which forms a reaction 
with the chemical constituents of the paper, 
eo fastening itself that it cannot be erased 
or dissolved without destroying the paper 
itself, 
When I talked to the originator of the new 
ink the other day he pulled out a bank check 
and asked me to fill it out. I used the ordi- 
nary writing fiuid om the desk and made 
a check for $1. It was: blotted and dried. 
immediately afterward the inventor wrote 
over my script in his own ink 68. A few 
drops of a transparent liquid (chloride of lime 
with a small admixture of acetic acid) were 
poured on the check. My §1 written in the 
ordinary imk vanished and his $8 remained 
clear and song. though written over my ink. 
a this way,” said Dr. Schmidt. thoy. 

The 
only differunce is that where the crook oper- 
ates he first erases your ink with this fluid 
or some other, lets the check dry, and then 
fills in with his own figures.

Question Box 


ANAGERS sometimes resort to queer 
and original methods in assisting 
new employés to understand certain 
complexities of the business which 
must be known to manage theirown 

immediate duties. ' 

his is particularly true in large mall order 

ses where systems are 80 complicated 
that they are often perplexing to new comers. 
There are two of these in Chicago where em- 
ployés in certain departments must first go 
to school in the “house” before they are 
placed on the regular pay roll. In one of 
these firms the manager of the correspond- 
ence department has voted in 4 weekly or 
‘gemi-monthly question box—according to the 
number of questions submitted, 

Difficult points in business procedure, for 
which the regular system offered no advice, 
80 f requently came up for discussion bet ween 
the manager and correspondents, that it 
was found expedient to set aside an hour 
every week for the handling of such points 
in the presence of the whole department. 


The correspondents welcomed the question 


box not only as an aid in their work, but as 
an hour of relaxation and interesting inter- 
Their enthusiasm ex- 
pressed itself in the submitting of so many 
questions that the more important ones had 
to be sifted out. 

: Many employés are diffident in asking the 
boss about matters which their own talents 
ought to cope with successfully—and in this 
way make errors which prove no credit to 
the house. The question box partly removes 
this tendency, for as none of the questions 
were signed, there was no hesitation about 
submitting them. 

Incidentally it saved a good deal of time 
for the manager as it minimized occasions for 
private conferénce with correspondents who 
were in the habit of making many errors. 
But the more time spent in elaborating an- 
swers every Saturday morning the longer 
the respite from work, and the better the 
average liked it, so the dangers of abusing 
the question box soon became evident. Any- 
thing that ig good may become “too good 
to be true. The time killing and leisure 
loving element tried to spin out arguments 
each week, and the firm's time was being 
carelesely squandered. The upshot was that 
thé question box became a monthly, and then 
a tri-yearly event, and finally its virtues 
were exhausted and it ceased altogether- 

A word of advice to girls employed by firms 
in which complexities and perplexities are 
the rule: ae 

If your manager should ever make such a 
happy concession as a weekly question box 
or an informal hour of dis¢useing business 
points for the benefit of all concerned, let 
your questions be sensible and business like.

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Uncle Sam Now a Banker for the Masses.

ASHINGTON, D. C.—Do you wani 

to open an account with Uncle Sam 

banker? You can 4o it at severa! 

hundred different places over the 

union. A thousand or more banks 
will have been established by the time this 
letter is published, and this number will be 
extended until it covers the forty thousand 
and odd money order postoffices throughout 
the United States 

The postal savings bank bill was passea 
only last congress. and the business was 
started with $100,000. This was to establish 
forty-eight banks, each state having one. 
When congress met again in the spring 
more banks were started. Forty-five addi- 
tional ones were in operation in April, thirty- 
Six more were added in June, and from that 
time on they have gone ahead at the rate 
of fifty per week. 8 

At the beginning of the year the forty-eight 
which were first started had taken in only 
about $75,000, but with the new banks the 
deposits have quadrupled, and they-will soon 
amount to $1,000,000 or more. 

Indeed, it is impossible to prophesy how 
much money will come into the postoffices. 
The amount will run into the hundreds of 
millions. 

It can do that and still not affect the bank- 
ing institutions which we have today. The 
officials of the treäsury department, who 
keep track of the money in circulation and 
in the banks, say that there is an enormous 
sum not accounted for which lies idle, either 
in hiding or in the pockets of the people. 

The amount is more than two thousand 
million dollars. It is enough to give $100 
to every family in the United States, and 
enough to buy the steel trust and leave som:>- 
thing over for a few railroads or so. It is 
about 2 per cent of the aggregate wealth of 
the nation, and if it could be collected to- 
gether into one pile it would almost pay the 
national debt twice over; 

Take it out’ of hiding and turn it fnto gov- 
ernment bonds and we should not have to 
borrow a cent from outside nations, and at 
the same time would have ehough surplus 
capital to complete the Panama canal and 
dig a ditch big enough for the largest ocean 
steamers from the great lakes to the gulf. 

Similar hoards have existed in all coun- 
tries, although nowhere to such an extent 

2 m ours. Weare the richest of the nations, 
and we have more loose money than any of 
the others. 
* 
Real Hoarders. : 

Take, for instance, the Hindoos, where the 
standard is so low you can hire a man for 
10 cents a day, and where many of the people 
figure on how much they will eag for supper 
in order to know whether they will have 
enough left for breakfast. That country is 
known to have a hoard in gold or silver or 
jewels hid away under its floors, and since 
the British government has established 
postal savings banks there $500,000,000 has 
been taken out and deposited, and the ac- 
counts in the postoffices are almost 1,000,000 
in number. 

But how about taking care of a business 
Ike this? 

Think of the work of handling 40,000 dif- 
ferent banks, each of which has hundreds ot 
deposit accounts! | 

Think of the deposits and withdrawals, of 
ealculating the interest, and of keeping the 
accounts, where the loss of a cent in the 
balance may set a clerk crazy, as if common 
in the banks of today. 

These are some of the troubles that are 
agitating the other nationa which have sim- 
lar banks and are costing them millions. It 
is 80 in Great Britain, where a big building 
at London is devoted to keeping the books. 

The banks have been in operation there for 
twenty-five years, and the separate accounts 
are 1,000,000 in number, while the total de- 
posite now equal 8781, 0000. The cost of 
the machine is such that I understand the 
Dusiness is run at a loss. Similar books 
are kept in France, Germany, and in nearly 
every civilized country on the face of the 
globe. a fh 

This was one of the difficulties which faced 
Uncle Sam when he took hold of the problem. 
Our postal savings bank business is bodnd 
to ‘be twice as large as that of any other 

nation, and should we carry it on in the 
same way, Mr. Theodore L. Weed, the chief 
clerk of the postoffice department and the 
secretary of the board of banking trustees, 
tells me, we should have to establish, in 
time, a great accounting system here in 

Washington, with a great force of clerks, to 
keep track of the moneys in these thousands 
of offices scattered over more than 8,000,000 
square miles. 

Nevertheless, we have begun the business 
without a cent of additional expense for cler- 
cal hire. And, moreover, the prospect i» 
that it will be carried on without any ma- 
terial change in our government machinery 
when the deposits are hundreds of millions, 
and that at an expense which, in the light 
of its cost to other nations, will be ridiculous- 
ly small. 

R 
Simplifies Bookkeeping. 

For the invention which has done away 
with this enormous bookkeeping, Uncle Sam 
fe indebted to Mr. Frank Hitchcock, his 
postmaster general. It is an invention worth 
millions, for it is estimated that it will 
save at least $1,000,000 a year to the gov- 
ernment. 

It will certainly do away with the possi- 
dle employment of 2,000 bookkeepers, which 
even at as low a salary as $1,000 a year, 
would make an annual draft on the treas- 
ury of $2,000,000, and that in addition to 
other machinery which would greatly add 
to the total. 

Mr. Hitchcock conceived the idea during 
his trip to Europe last summer. 
saw the complicated machinery of other 
nations, the most of it based on the sys- 
tem devised by Gladstone, which has been 
adopted by forty other countries. This was 
the use of the passbook, which in England 
meant the posting of the deposit books of 
15,000 offices, and of keeping sets of books 
for them. It involved the employment of 
2.000 clerks in London, and of a great book- 
keeping establishment there. In our own 
country the offices would surely be three 
times as mapy as in Great Britain, and they 
will probably be 50,000 or 60,000 or more. To 
handle them on the Européan system was 
évidently very expensive, and Mr. Hitch- 
cock, in working over the matter, orig- 
fnated a plan whereby the accounts would 
to a great extent keep themselves, and 
that without mistakes. 

This plan was the wiping out of the pass- 
. book, and the issuance of drafts or certifi- 
cates of deposit. This has been installed, 
and it is the present system. The deposi- 
tor hands in his money, but in place of hav- 
ing a crecit made on a bank book he is 
given t certificate of deposit for the amount 
he puts in. 

The certificates are in the denominations 
of $1, $2, $5, $10, $20, $50, and $100, and they 
bear interest at the rate of 2 per cent per 
annum. They are neither transferable nor 
negotie Me, and are not worth anything ex- 


_ eept in the hands of the person buying 


j 


ehem They are issued in duplicate, and 
the original and duplicate must each bear 
the signature of the depositor. 

The duplicate is retained by the postmas- 
ter, and if the man would withdraw his de- 
posit, he must bring back the original, and 
sign his name in the presence of the post- 
master, who compares it with the signature 
on the duplicate. It is after just the same 
method that the travelers’ checks issued 
by banks and express companies are cashed 
all over the world today, and the same as 
that used in letters of credit. One might 
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forge another man’s signature, but it takes 
great skill to make such a forgery off- 
hand in the presence of the man you are 
trying to defraud. 

* 

| Depositor Always Informed. 

If a certificate of deposit should be lost 
or destroyed it can be duplicated by applying 
to the postmaster, the signature, made in 
this way, being evidence of the claim. The 
postmaster keeps a record of these dupli- 
cates, not in a book, but in a set of manila 
jackets or envelopes after the card index sys 
tem, each manila jacket bearing the name of 
a depositor and having in it that depostfor’s 
— It is as simple as rolling off a 

g. 

Again the geed of bookkeeping is ayoided 
dy the fact that deposits are made only in 
multiples of $1; and that the money has 
to be left in one year to draw interest, the 
interest beginning only on the first day of 
the month. The depositor knows that if he 
takes out any money in less than a year he 
loses his interest. If he leaves it in for one 
year he gets 2 per cent; and he must leave 
it in two years to get 4 per cent. In other 
words, there are no fractions to be consid- 
ered. The system seems to be “ foolproof.” 

The depositor knows just what is coming 
to him. He can draw as much or das Httle 
as he pleases provided the denominations 
are right; and when his money is all drawn 
the tearing up of the manila jacket closes 
the account and wipes his name from the 
government rolls. In fact, there is no other 
record. 

These banks will be patronized by the 
women and children. The laws provide that 
a husband has no control of the deposits 
made by his wife, nor guardians any contro 
over those made by their wards. 

Even the children can deposit, and their 
parents cannot get the money except by 
their consent and by their signatures in the 
presence of the postmaster. Any boy who 
bes a dime may, begin an account by buying 
a postal savin card, upon which he can 
paste nine other 10 cent postal savings 
stamps, Which he may buy as he gets the 
money. Whef the 00 cents’ worth of stamps 
have been stuck on the card it represent 3 
dollar, and may de exchanged for a dollar 
deposit dr et the postoffice. His name 
then goes into a manila jacket, and he is one 
of the patrons of Uncle Sam's great banking 
my stem. 

In all places where the banks have been 
established many children are among the 
depositors. In some instances postmasters 
have been asked to address the public schoo} 
children on the system, and school teachers 
from all parte of the country are writing the 
department for information concerning It. 

At one of the Pennsylvania offices a boy 
has opened an account in order that he may 
have a start in life when he is through 
school, and in other places men are opening 
accounts for children and starting them on 
the way to save, One philanthropic man ip 
Owensboro, Ky., has purchased postal sav- 
ings cards for all the public school] children 
of that town, his idea being to encourage 
thrift through the use of the goverpment 
system. This seems to be an excellent idea, 
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and I suggest ft to such of you as have a 
charitable dollar to put where it will bring 
big results, 

Take a village or town which has 1,000 
schoo! children. An investment of $100 in 
these 10 cent postal savings cards would start 
the children of the whole town to saving, 
and would be better charity than the pauper- 
izing, indiscriminate gift giving which is so 
common today. One might take the children 
of a single school or class and do the éame. 
Indeed, this system of giving is subject to 
‘countless variations. 

| «R * 
Pa tronized by Foreigners. 

Co ted with the postal savings bank 
act is a provision by which the certificates 
of deposit may be used to buy government 
bonds. This went into effect July 1, and 
many bonds have already. been purchased. 
The law provides that postal savings, in the 
sums of $20, $40, $60, $80, and $100, and mul- 
tiples of $100 and $500, may be turned in for 
bonds, which shall be in the above dcnomi- 
nations, and shall bear interest at the rate of 
2 per cent per annum, payable semi-annual- 
ly. These bonds cannot be bought except by 
postal savings bank depositors, but they are 
s0 arranged that any one can have a part in 
the government debt of the United States 
and can own a government bond. 

So far we have thousands of foreigners 
who have been taking out deposits in these 
now postal savings banks. These men know 
the postal savings banks of their own coun- 
tries and they have faith in ours because they 
are backed by the government. Postmaster 
General Hitchcock tells me that vast sums 
have annually been sent abroad by the for- 
eign element of this country in order that 
they may be deposited in the banks of Eu- 
rope. Some of this goes to the banks direct 
and some is sent to friends, who put it in the 
postal savings banks of their respective 
countries. 

In the four years ending with 1900 more 
than $312,000,000 of such money orders were 
issued, and a large part of them were for 
savings deposits. Now that the postoffice 
bank has been established, a great deal of 
this money will go into it. This has been the 
case in the banks opened in the mining 
camps, where many foreigners are employed. 

At Frostburg, Md., an Italian who depos- 
ited $50 offered to pay 50 cents for the cer- 
tificate, and when he was told it did not cost 
anything and that his deposit would also 
draw interest he was much pleased. At an 
Ohio office a Syrian woman tried to deposit 
$870, and at Oroville, Cal., a number of for- 
eigners offered from $1,000 *o $2,000 each, 
which, of course, Was impossible. At Ashta- 
bula, O., a foreigner came from Painesville 
with $800 and at Globe, Ariz., the postmaster 
‘says that his depositors rank as to the 
amount of money held as follows: Ameri- 
can, English, Austrian, German, Russian, 
Mexican, and Swedish.

in the world than peach harvesting. 

Whereas the cutting of the wheat isan 

affair of bachelors, hobos, and other 

unattached and lonesome individuals, 
the peach crop is a family affair. Down ir 
the Ozarks, where the peach harvest begins 
about July 4, it ranks next to the camp meet- 
ing as a place of populer entertainment. 
Families come from miles around to take part. 
Excursion tickets are issued on the railways 
and the big orchards become small tent cities. 
Father, mother, grandma, the six children. 
and Aunt Mary all come, bringing their tents 
and their cooking outfits. For those who 
do not have an outfit of their own the orchard 
owner stands ready to furnish, at a nominal 
rental, bedding, tents, and equipment all 
complete. There is also a boarding house in 
which meals are furnished at a cost of about 
20 cents.

It may surprise many a ‘housewife to know 
that one of her most effective allſes in this 
fight is the despised and hunted house spider. 
Did you ever notice how many files are en- 
tangled in and near his web? I once knew 
a minster—a Scotchman, by the way—who 
allowed a spider to flourish behind the win- 
dow curtain in his study because of the num- 
ber of files disposed of by the spider. Some 
one might suggest that toads also catch files. 
So they do! 

The only effective defense against the fly 
is by thorough screening, and the question 
resolves itself into one of expense. When- 
ever possible one should use wire netting, 
but rather than have none, take coarse 
meshed mosquito netting. Whatever the 
material, choose black for the color, as it 
is almost invisible and gives a feeling of 
space and coolness. By purchasing a bolt 
one could Screen an entire house at Little 
expense, as the netting is wide. 

If frames cannot be afforded the netting 
can be tacked on the outsice of the sash, 
covering the entire frame, and then either 
sash may be lowered or raised at will. if 
wire netting is used it can be turned over 


like a hem and in this way can be easily 


removed. A coat of shellac in the autumn 
will cause it to be put away as good as 
new. : 

Whenever possible a porch should be 
screened. The expense may not be much 
more than that of screening the adjacent 
room and the comfort cannot be estimated.

THO ett preventive of moths is W 
thorotigh sweeping and the elimination, if 
possible, of all tufted upholstery If this is 
not possible the tedious-proeess.of brushing 
out each crease must be gone through 
with often. Linen slip covers are almost in- 
dispensable in such cases. 

Allowing castoff clothing or pieces of cloth 
to accumulate in a promiscuous heap is an- 


other invitation to moths, Have such things 


brushed free from dust and then cleaned and 
packed away. Camphor, moth balls, etc., 
keep moths away because they object to 
the odor, but if moths are already present the 
things named do not prevent their hatching 
out. A cold storeroom is better than a warm 
one. If moths have got into carpets they 
may be killed by sponging the carpets with 
benzine or gasoline, but first open all doors 
and windows so that there is a perfect cir 
culation of air. Second, leave them open 


till every trace of the fluld has disappeared.

Washing Fluid. 


Four ounces of spirits of ammonia, two 
ounces salts of tartar, one ‘ounce can of 
flake lye; add to four quarts of soft water; 
when dissolved it is ready for use; keep 
covered. To wash, soak clothes in clear 
water a couple of hours, or if very dirty soak 
over night and add a little soap, then 
wring and put in boiler which has been pre: 
pared with one-half pint of above fluid and 
one-half bar of saved soap to four pails of 
water. Boil ten minutes, then put fn tub or 
machine and rub any soiled spots remaining, 
but do not use soap. With a machine this is 
not necessary, as running the machine will 
do the work. Colored clothes may be 
washed in the same water without injury. 
I rinse, then blue my clothes, then hang out 
to dry. I have used this fluid for forty years 
and would not do without it. It is a saving 
of time and soap. and whitens the clothes 
without rotting them or wearing them out 
with hard rubbing. It will also remove fruit 
stains with one or two washings. Try this 
and you never will do without it.

Mice and Rats. 


The Üttle house mice seem omnipresent 
and while their appearance does not argue 
an unusually carelessly’ kept house, their 
continued residence does point to that con- 
dition. Their favorite home is in dark cor- 
ners amid scraps of paper and cloth. If 
these are not provided, and a frequent dis- 
turbance of conditions is kept up, a com- 
fortable home will not result. If food is 
protected, as suggested, there will be little 
inducement to continued residence. 

Traps are effective for awhile, but will 
eventually cease to attract both mice and 
rats. Sometimes sulphur ig burned in cel- 
lars or near the haunts of rats. This will 
not be efficacious unless a pail of water is set 
near the burning sulphur. Also, remember 
to remove metal articles and colored mate- 
rials. There are rellable exterminators on 
the market, but it so often happens that they 
are not used according to directions. Al- 
ways put a dish of water near the food pro- 
vided. The food causes thitst, which, when 
satisfied, causes death. If the water is near 
the animal dies before reaching its home. 
The fact that this food is poisonous is aragu- 
ment enough to induce the greatest care in 
its use. W seems to go round that cer- 
tain localities are ‘ updéstrable when many 
deaths have Fesulted and the place is 
shunned.

To begin with, tne wonean who rides and 
dresses well for it requires rather an ex- 
pensive equipment to start with, but for- 
tunately well made riding clothes last a 
long time, so a good riding habit may be 
made to give long service unless one gives 
it more than ordinary hard wear Since 
the cross saddle has gained considerable 
acceptance there is more variety in the rid- 
ing wear offered than formerly. 

One may have the conventional side sad- 
dle habit with the universally accepted safe- 
ty: Skirt, the divided skirt habit, arte 
long coat and breeches habit, and there are 
wealthy women who order all three gtyles, 
adapting their costumes to the place and 
occasion.

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of such a costume throws all tne responsi- 
bility for its success upon cut and fit, and no 
ready made garment can do for one’s figure 
what a garment cleverly made to one’s meas- 
ure will do. 

The coat and breeches suits in particular 
require skillful tailoring, and unless one can 
go to a first clase tailor for such @ habit it 
will be wiser to choose a divided skirt if one 
is bent upon cross saddle riding. 

There is a growing liking for tan or dust 
color lightweight coverts and whipcord Khaki 
for summer habits. These certainly show the 
dust less readily than the dark cloth, but on 
the other hand they are not so becoming or 
nearly to kind toa full figure. To supplement 
a good dark habit one of these cloths light in 
weight and color of a linen habit, if one can 
afford two riding habits, the linen of the soft, 
heavy, coarsely woven variety that resembles 
crash but which will be cool yet keep its shape 
and not wrinkle distressing!y, as some of the 
finer woven linens do, is the thing to choose. 

Coats for riding are semi-fitting asa rule, 
though for the younger contingent there are 
box coats and Norfolks. The long coat and 
breeches costume has, of course, a loosely 
fitted coat falling past the boot tops, 4 when 
on the horse this coat is held down to the 
knees by stfaps, so that its skirt divides and 
falls smoothly on each side of the saddle and 
does not blow back to show the breeches.

Startling Effect for Conservative. 

Unluckily these coat skirts are not always 
well made and adjusted, and if they do blow 
back the breeches effect is a trifle startling 
and extreme for conservative taste. 

Soft, unstarched riding blouses of madras, 
linen or India silk are worn under the coats, 
or in the country may be used with riding 
skirts without the coat. The riding blouse 
must be of the ‘severest tailored kind and 
may have a high turndown negligee collat 
for informal affairs, or a regulation riding 
stock. ‘rhe soft India silk blouse of admir- 
able quality provided q the shirt makers is 
increasing in popularity with equestriennes, 
and, indeed, for all outdoor wear. 

Boots of soft tan leather are the coolest 
for summer wear, though black boots are 
always good looking except with the tan 
habits. 

The derby hat holds first place for winter 
and formal equestrianism, but the wide brim 
collar and the continental shapes are always 
popular in summer. English women like 
rather a wide brim derby of straw, but it 
has not met with great favor in this country, 
however. 

Apropos of English riding, the fact that 
King George acvocates the cross saddle for 
women and is having his daugutes ride 
astride has given greater stimulus in Eng- 
land to cross saddle riding, over which a 
mighty war has been waging over there for 
the last few years. 

In regard to motor apparel, practical dust 
coats and bonnets are shown at reasonable 
cost. Most of tne coats shown are in ser- 
viceable woolens, tweeds, or homespuns or

show the soll but little. The plain serges and 
pongees and linens make up prettily, but 
they show every spot and muss terribly, too 

Mixed tweed is a much better choice. Most 
of the coats are made to close double 
breasted and come across the chest and high 
on the neck, even though it may ordinarily 
run back in big revers. Even in summer one 
finds days when warmth and storm protec- 
tion are needed, and such a coat, even if light 
in weight, will, if a sweater is wora beneath, 
do duty until late in the fall and for early 
spring. 

A mohair dust coat is perhaps the most 
practical and durable thing for hot weather 
use, but, of course, it hasn't the cachet of 
silk coats, though by good talloring it may be 
made a good looking garment. 

There are many bonnets designed for hard 
and dusty motoring. The best from a prac- 
tical standpoint are the ones cut with a cape 
to protect the neck. These usually have a 
fullness over the cofffure and closed shirred 
border over the face. Many of thém have the 
Hat pieces of Normany suggestion, giving 
piquancy to what would otherwise be a full 


hood. 


Sweaters show much more variety this 
season than they once did. One may have 
them in any length from hip length to full 
length and in many shapes—loose coats, cut. 
belted, and Norfolk. The usual choice is a 
length reaching well down over the hips, but 
the longer sweaters brought out primarily 
for motor wear are in much favor. 

Collars, cuffa, and pocket edges brighten 
many of the sweaters, and the smartest of 
the hand made models show these trimmings 
Knitted in coarse silk whose coloring is, of 
course, much moré@.effective than that of 
wool. There are sweaters de luxe made en- 
tirely of this heavy silk, and these are attain- 
ing great popularity in Paris, though only a 
couple of modelg of this type are featured in 
the shops here. 

For tennis there are many smart little tub 
frocks With sailor effects. These little frocks 


‘are suitable for general morning wear and 


are entirely comfortable and appropriate for 
tennis. The skirts of these frocks must not 


de too narrow to permit crooner of move- 


ment. 

The loose, short sleeves, the low collar, the 
large waist are all featured on these practical 
and good looking models. There are some 
one piece frocks shown, and in these the 
armholes and sleeves allow free play to the 
arm and yet are trim and neat. 

There are separate skirts and blouses ga- 
lore for tennis or golf wear. A favorite 
model for such a type of blouge is the Nor- 
foik.

There should be.a two inch square of mus- 
lin—made double—attached to one edge of 
the long side of the flannel, so it will come 
in the middle of both front and back when 
on. These are to fasten the diapers to, and 
serve the double purpose of holding the band 
better in place and keeping the diapers up. 
Where the band is not fastened in some such, 
way, it will roll up and the discomfort must 
be intense. | 

The cotton diapering, which ig antisepti- 


cally prepared and Which comes in twelve 


yard bolts, for from 65 to 85 cents for the 
bolt, makes thé best diapers. Twosizes should 
be prepared, the smaller size to be folded 
square and laid inside the larger one. Many 
women use cotton flannel, using so much in 
the small squares as to make a thick wad. 
and then in putting this miserable bunch on 
the delicate bit of humanity, pull and pin it 
so tight that it must be torture to the child. 
There can be no reason for this except te 
gave the woman trouble, and it is a shame- 
ful thing and difficult to imagime how any one 
can consider one’s own comfort or work 
against that of the dear baby. How much 
core comfortable the fine cotton diapering 
must be, and put on without any umnecessary 
thicknesses, and also not pinned too tight. 

Another wretched practice is to use the 
rubber covering. Have a generous supply of 
the cotton, keep them cleam and well aired, 
and they should be ironed smooth, as there 
4s nothing more delicate than a baby’s skin. 
Attention to these matters will no doubt re- 
G@uce a baby’s fretting and crying materially 
amd keep it from being nervous. 

As soon as possible a baby is put into short 
clothes, and this is especially necespary in 
warm weather. Even the long clothes are 
made almost short—from twenty-six to 
thirty inches being the accepted length for 
slips amd dresses. 

The kimono style is good for the slips and 
@Ome dresses, and plenty of room must be 
allowed for growth, for even in a few weeks 
there is a decided gain and it would be dis- 
couraging to have the clothes outgrown se 
quickly. Make the flannel and white petti- 
coats “gabrielle” or princess. Don't put 
anything into a band that can be avoided, 
and in the back fastening of any garment 
dee that it does not have pins or buttons 
coming directly on top of some other gar- 
ment. The little flannel petticoats should 
button on the shoulder.

-eomfortable dresses, and they need but Nttle 


fecoration to make them attractive. The- 
sewing should he as beautifully done as pos- 
sible, and a little Valenciennes or thread 
lace, or some delicate design in hand em- 
broidery, or a little feather stitching or hem- 
stitching will trim any of them most at- 
tractively.

Gingham or galatea 
is used more than other materials for this 
practical garment, and probably there is no 
color as satisfactory as brown or some 
shade of tan. If possible, these rompers 
should be made at home, as they will be 
finished better and give better satisfaction 
in every way. Then, too, if they are to be 
worn sometimes with nothing else under- 
neath, it Is necessary to have all the seams 
Perfectly finished, or the child's skin will 
be irritated from the roughness. 

One of the most comfortable and practical 
designs ever seen in a romper has the body 
and sleeves cut in one piece. The gingham 
or galatea should be thoroughly shrunk and 
smoothly ironed before being cut into. Meas- 
ure the child in the front, from the shoulder 
to the bottom of the knee, and in the back 
take the measure from the shoulder to the 
waist line and from there down to the knee. 

Open the cloth and fold one end over so 
that, measuring down from the fold, the 
measure corresponds with the shoulder to 
waist line measure of the child in the back 
Allow one inch extra for making. The mid- 
dle of the width is marked on the fold, and 
then a little square neck is blocked out. In 
measuring the chest and baek widths of the 


child a most generous allowance should be 


made, adding a couple or inches to the meas- 
ures. In measuring down from the fold for 
the width of the short sleeve, do not make 
it too tight. Mark the sleeve length on the 
fold, then the width, and the width across 
front and back. 

With these measures it should be an easy 
matter to shape the body part, extending the 
under arm seam out slightly as the waist line 
is reached. Any plain drawers pattern can 
be used to shape the front below the waist, 
also to cut the back portion by. 

The romper buttons up the back, and 
the drawers part is gathered into band at the 
waist line ih the back, and the band is made 
long enough to go across the front, lapping 
by there and buttoning. In the front the 
romper is in one piece from top to bottom. 

Checked or striped material will be pretty, 
and the neck, sleeve edges, and edges of 
drawers can all be finished by turning up on 
the right side and stitching on a bias band 
one and one-half inches wide.

It will not take much if any longer 
to do the hemming by hand than to try 
and get it evenly done on the machine.

Towels 


By LOUISE GUNTON. 


Tt te hardly possible to have too liberal a 
supply of towels for general use. Some- 
times it taxes the housekeeper to keep a full 
supply on hand, as they have such a way 
of wearing out and becoming lost, but there 
are economits in towels as well as in other 
things. Do not buy fringed towels. Fringe 
does not add anything except to the coat. 

The best thing to buy for general house 
use, for bathroom and for kitchen, is crash 
by the piece. Cut them long and hem by 
hand. For kitchen towels have a roller ang 
sew two yards and 4 half into one stam, 
which may slip over a roller. The crash 
eomes a cent or two cheaper a yard when 
bought by the piece, and huckaback may 
also be purchased in that way. 

The bags that flour comes in make good 
dish towels and dusters as well. If the stitch- 
ing of the bag ie started at the right end 
it oan be pulled out in a second; then wash 
out the starch, rub soap on, and put to boil. 
The color of the printing will all come out. 
These clothe absorb water better than the 
half Mnen generally sold for such use. 

In hemming fine towels by hand a small, 
even hem can be obtained first by running 
the edge of the towel to be hemmed through 
the smallest hemmer of the machine without 
being threaded. Press the hem back and over- 
cast, placing stitches close. This te more 
rapid than the old way and saves pricking 
the fingers. If it ts desired to give them 
an extra touch the outline stich may be used 
to embroider poinsettias on them. Stampa 
large pattern and outline it with white or a 
delfeate color. The chrysanthemum is a good 


towel decoration. Ends with tiny scallops 
neatly buttonholed are a pretty decoration. 
All huck towels with a hemstitched border 
on which are red swastika or other conven- 
tional designs, will launder well if worked 
with cotton of the best quality. 

Initialing ig both ornamental and useful. 
When working, the material should be 
stretched, either. in a hoop. or basted over 
stiff paper so that the stitches can be placed 
with perfect uniformity. One who learns 
to work on a hoop with both hands, sending 
the needle up and down, will be repaid by the 
ease which she will acquire. It ig impossible 
to do good work with the covering stitches 
unless the under filling is carefully done. It 
should be carried lengthwise of a form 
or with ite direction. Lay an equal quantity 
of cotton over the surface, and keep all well 
within the outline. The overwork or em- 
broidery proper should be made to cover — 
width of the letters from side to side, e ly 


without shading and with perfect regularity. | 


When using marking ink to put initiale 
on linen towele do your work first with an 
ordinary lead pencil and then use the mark- 
ing ink over this work. The pencil marks 
will prevent the ink from spreading and giv- 
ing the linen a blotted appearance, 

A little practice will enable one to do 
initialing evenly, and ft, together with hem- 
stitching, will give the everyday towels that 
dainty touch which makes a bit of art and 
beauty @ part of the home atmosphere. Inf- 
tialing alone is often sufficient. The proper 
size for an initial or crest on a towel is 
one to two inches. A little color may be 
worked in with good effect.

They were married on horse- 
back according to the Uzzan custom, by a British chap- 
jain. Then followed a Moslem ceremony, in which the 
prince went alone into the mosque to fulfill the re- 
quirements of his faith. One stipulation only had the 
white girl made: Cheriff de Wazan should have no other 
wife than her. He must surrender his rights under 
the Koran. To this the Mohammedan agreed and kept 
his vow through the thirty-three years of his wedded 


life.

Shieks Forced to Honor Princess. 


To the wedding came thousands. The shieks from 
the hills whirled by at the head of their tribesmen. But 
they had only come to hohor the prince of the faith, not 
his bride. As they rode by they saluted the prince and 
ignored the princess. But this would not do. The de- 
scendant of Mohammed rose and spoke. This, he said, 
was his wife, his princess, the cheriffa. There would 
never be another. As such she must be received and 
honored.

This kidnaper, though reported dead by the newspapers, 
is much alive and at present governor of the city of 
Azalia. Raisuli became world renowned through his 
abduction at about the same time of Perdicaris, an 
American artist. and of Kaid Harry MacLean, a Scotch- 
man, head of. the army and. after the death of the old 
sultan, Moutai Hassan, virtual head of the government.

Roosevelt's reply, Fifty 
thousand for Perdicaris alive or Raisuli dead,” brought 
a settlement.

Mullah Allie Protects Perdicaris. 


The $60,000 was sent from Washington to the Cheriffs 
de Wazan and taken by her younger son, Muley Hassan 
to the bandit. Hassan now prizes a silvered rifle from 
the American government. The world heaved a sigh of 
relief when the artist was released by Raisuli, but the 
prisoner was never in much danger. From the time of 
his capture he had been under the protection of Mullah 
Allie, the cheriffa’s elder son, the descendant of Mo- 
hammed. The young cheriff had gone to Raisuli’s camp 
and had said: I shall not.interfere with your plans. 
but I shall take this man into my tent and keep him 
here safe from mutilation.” Raisuli had to be content

Another and rather more intéresting detail relates to 
the abduction of Kaid MacLean. This soldier of fortune 
went out with a retinue of 300 and was gobbled up by 
the watchful Raisuli. Subsequently the British govern- 
ment paid a ransom of $200,000. According to Mr. Dav- 
enport, it ts common knowledge in Tangier today that 
this entire transaction was a swindle. MacLean, Rai- 
suli, and the sultan are said to have arranged the affair. 
When the ransom was paid the money was divided, it 
is said, between the Kaid and the sultan, while Raisuli, 
according to agreement, was made governor of a city. 
Raisuli demanded Tangier, the largest city, but had to 
be satisfied with Azalia. | ‘ee 

A governorship in Morocco is a legal license to the 
bandit to continue his professional practice. Al: court 
fees and fiziés are his perquisites without recourse or 
record. The cadi, or judge. moreover, is able in most 
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cases to fine both plaintiff and defendant. Raisuli is, 
therefore, an active bandit and need now fear no gov- 
ernmental interference. As for Kaid MacLean, they 
cay in Tangier, that whereas before the kidnaping he 
was not rich, he has since been able to retire and to 
purchase a fine estate in Norfolk, England.

Fight Against French Usurpation. 


The present disturbances in Morocco are aimed 
against French usurpation. The tribesmen have no 
particular dislike for the. sultan in person, but resent 
his complacency to foreign control. The treaty of Al- 
geciras, which gave the French a military mission in 
Fez, the capital, aroused bitter anger. The present out- 
break has for its purpose an advertisement of the 
wrongs which the Musseimans belleve they are suffer- 
ing. The British government is charged with having 
ceased its opposition to French control. The Germans 
and other nations refuse to interfere to save Moroccan 
independence, 

Mr. Davenport has just received a letter from 
Cheriffa de Wazan, in which she says her son, Mullah 
Allie, has entered the capital with all the tribesmen at 
his back, ready to meet the French peaceably and 
render armed action inexcusable.

EVERAL things have happened since Sept. 
20, 1732. For one, the fortune of Gen. 
Werts, in the keeping of the government 
of Holland, has increased from a few 
thousand gulden to $180,000,000. For an- 
r other, the héirs of Jacob Wertz, a brother, 
no landed in Pennsylvania on the date 
: mentioned, have grown in number from 
three to nearly 400. As a third, not a past event but to 
occur on Aug. 1, probably at Davenport, Ia., the Amer- 
ican ‘Wertz heirs will hire a large hall and have a r- 
union. Family feeling enters into the idea, but the 
gathering has to do mainly with getting a clutch on the 
ripe old gulden. 
A fortune 180 years old is a matter of interest aside 
from its dollars. The claiming and clutching of such 
musty wealth is a matter of difficulty. In most cases it 


is never clutched at all but goes on century after cen- 


tury in the Ust of lost fortunes safely and profitably 
held by foreign governments for heirs who cannét prove 
their heirship. These fortunés, not a few in number, 
have been a boon to romantic fiction.

When 399 had been discovered and identified and classed 
as to their grandfathers there still appeared to be no 
hope. The Virginia Wertzes could not be found. 
Wertzes had been discovered in almost every state of 
the union, in Canada and in Mexico, but they could not 
be found in Virginia. At last an account of the fortune 
in a newspaper brought Mrs. Snyder a letter from a 
Colorado man who said his son had married a girl 
named Wertz in Virginia, Mrs. Nannie Wertz Yoeder of 
Roanoke she proved to be, the last surviving Virginia 
Wertz, and the one person needed to present a com- 
plete case for the American. branch. 

The Wertz fortune hunt began in this country at the 
time of the Philadelphia centennial. Hollanders, mem- 
bers of the clan, then came to América with the amiable 
intention of shaking hands with their relatives here and 
presenting a claim to the Dutch government. But they 
found so much geography and so few Wertzes that they 
gave up in despair. Others have failed since. Mrs. 
Snyder spent months in finding the family Bible, which 
was in the possession of Jacob and Joel Swoveland at

No one of the hundreds who stopped 
and stared bewildered at them in the succéeding days 
had ever heard Of any Greaves of Sufficient standing 
to have a collection of his pictures hung there, but 
the word ran round within the first hours that a new 
master had come out of the mists. 

There Was about much of the Gréaves paintings— 
more especially about his few portraits—a strange 
familiarity, as if something in the past had been too 
much like them; as if some one somewhere had used 
his methods, “Ah, yes! Whistler they said te 
one another after more inspection. Unmistakably 
Whistler.” : 

But who was this Greaves who could step in a few 
hours from utter oblivion into the ranks of master 
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“Maud Alezander. 


painters? Who was this new Byron awaking to the 
clatter on the London pavements to find himself fa- 
mous? Inquiry was at fret little rewarded. He was 
an old artist living in Chelsea, had deen painting for 
many years, was in his time a pupil of Whistler, and 
was painfully poor. 

How small is the interest of a world that will stop 
at this! As if to refute the idea of its smallness the 
interest did by no means ends here. Those who an 
hour before would have heard the name Greaves with- 
out a familiar tremor on the eat drums insisted on 
the story of this new artistic light. And here it is, 
with its childlike simplicity and all its tragedy: | 

Greaves is the son of 3 Chelsea boat. builder and was 
born nearly seventy years ago. He knew the Thames, 
all its life and phases from the cradle. and began to 
paint them while still a boy, In the 308, according 
to his owh statement he met Whistler, whom he saw 
‘first when engaged to row the master about the river 


‘on his frequent sketching expeditions. Soon after the 


first meeting he became associated with the great 
American, doing in the beginning ordinary tasks about 
the studio. It was no prosperous era for Whistler 
himself and probably much less so for the satellite 
and pupil. 

They were associated for more than twenty years, 
painting away in Bloomsbury. but even despite all 
this long tutelage Greaves never exhibited until to- 
ward the end, when Whistler allowed him to sell a few 
minor canvases, always stating that they were by 
“Walter Greavés, & pupil of Whistler.“

“Here is a portrait of Greaves which looks like 
Whistler, and here a portrait of Whistler that might 
be Greaves.

Tou must remember that the likeness is partis 
natural, and the rest unconscious, or, at least, the 
imitation of a dévotee. For the years that I have dealt 
with Mr. Greaves he has lived and breathed the 


Whistler tradition. But you will be surprised to hear 
that, though I have been buying his pictures for years, 
I never met him personally until a few days ago.

The survivor escaped with his life, but a long re- 
cuperation in England was necessary.

In 1909 the captain left for Africa again, with the 
understanding that upon his return they were to be 
married. He penetrated into the dangerous and 
hostile country to the northeast of Lake Chad.

Puts Stone on His Grave. 


The last post of white men in the Lake Chad Is 
Maifonti. it was just a little over a year ago that 
Capt. Alexander left this outpost and vanished into 
the régiotis of the savages. A month later two of his 
black servants, the only survivors of the expedition, 
succééded in getting back to the post and told of a 
battle in the jungle, in which Capt. Alexander had 
put up a desperate resist » against the Wadal, a 
savage tribe inhabiting the country. An expedition 
was promptly sent out from Maifonti and succeeded 
in recovering the body. 

When word of this was carried to England Miss 
MacLeod demonstrated that she was a fit bride for 
such a man. She at once announced that sue would 


go herself to the Lake Chad region and place with 


her own hands a stone on the captain’s grave, De- 
spite all éfforts to dissuade her, she, with Mr. and 
Mrs. Talbot. set out on her journey. Shé was re- 
ceived with honor everywhere: a military funeral was 
given Capt. Alexander, and Miss MacLeod placed on 
hig gravé the stone she had carried so many thousand 
milés,

“You will notice in one of these portraits that

Mere Incident in Hanley's Life: 

“It appears that Hanley had ridden in from ge 
ranch one morning about daylight and found another en- 
sconced in the small dovecote. An encounter took place 
in the small kitchen. The bullet struck the intruder 
squarely in the head, ranging downward, possibly for 
considerable distance, as no outlet was ever found for 
the forty-four. After which proceeding Hanley walked 
up to the corner with the’ smoke still curling out of 
the muzzle of his revolver, and approached the small 
crowd. gathered there, calmly rolled ‘a -cigaret, and, 
lighting It. took a whiff and said: ‘I wish some of you

A few incidents like this had angered 

the farmers back in the country, and as a 

consequence they indicted Tom, even though 

all evidence except that of one person showed 

5 a clear case of self-defense. Tom was found 

guilty and sentenced to twenty years in the 
Leavenworth penitentiary. 

The one determining factor in this was 
the marshal of Caldwell, Kas.. named Henry 
Brown, a ‘bad man marshal’ whom the 
town of Caldwell had seht to New Mexico to 
get because of his reputation as a killer, 
which was even ahead of that of Comanche 
Bill. Henry Brown, the bad man. was a 
mild mannered, pink complexioned, blue 
eyed absolutely harmless looking man, as 
were the majority of the real bad men of the 
west. The real gun fighters with reputations 
batk of them were not the six foot, strapping, 
blustering, wild west, Buffalo Bill sort of 
men in any instance I know. On the con- 
trary, every one of them was a man of the 
Henry Brown type, usually undersized, slen- 
der. quiet, pleasant, inoffensive looking, 
blue eyed and with pink complexions—the 
last men on earth one would take as fighters 
in the crowd of wild, blustering cowmen 
among whom they lived. ' 

Brown took the stand in Tom's trial and 
swore that Tom had told him he was going 
to Hunnewell and kill that long haired ——— 
Such perjured testimony was hard to under- 
stand at the time, but events that followed 
Within a year cleared up the mystery.

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PURPOSE F 
SWAPPING THE 
SHUTTER. 


UCH has been written about the daring of 
the civil engineer as he runs. his line 
through mountain gorge and chasm. But 
the scenic photographer, who takes as 
great a risk and displays @s great a 
daring, has so far failed to find a place 
for himself beside the engineer in the 
list of popular heroes. 

This may be due to the fact that the city man whose 
photographic experience is confined to smile-a-littie- 
more-please in a safe and sane studio is slow to asso- 
ciate danger and hardship with the taking of pictures. 
The amateur picture maker, with his “snap shot of 
syuirreis.in Lincoln park,” and his Main street on a 
winter morning.” is almost obvieusly safe. But the 
war time photographer who follows close behind the 
firing line and the mountain view photographer who 
clambers for hours over granite precipices for an ade- 
quate reproduction of some wonderful vista take their 
lives in their hands as surely as does the soldier. 

Perhaps no place on earth holds as much of beauty 
and of danger for the scenic artist as does the 1,400 
miles of cafions along the Colorado river in Utah, 
Colorado, and Arizona. No part of the United States 
ix less known than these gigantic chasms, with their 
remarkable coloring. Many tributary cafions, which 


would be wonders of the world if more accessible, have. 
probably never, been trodden by the foot of civilized. 
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the river, only two have been successful, the 
that of Maj.

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The “worm” is a grove of pine trees and from its 
tall is another drop of 1,300 feet into the river. This 
last precipice is deeper than the famous Royal gorge in 
the state of Colorado. By dangling perilously from a 


rope, the Kolbs were able to get a picture of the entire 
mile of the zigzag Bright Angel trail, the lower Walt 
of which has never been got into the picture before. 

Being familiar with the power of the Colorado, the 
Kolbs do not underestimate its dangers. Emery C. 
Kolb is in Chicago superintending the construction of 
three boats which he could not get made anywhere 
elise. The boats have been designed to prevent disaster 
such as has overtaken other similar expeditions. The 
water of the river is uiled with sand scoured from its 
bed by the loose bowlders. This sand, which even in 
low water amounts to half an inch of deposit to a gal- 
lon of water, makes the stream so roily that the 
mumerous rocks in its channel cannot be seen until 
the boat is upon them. The terrific current will force 
even a lifeboat with ordinary air tight compartments 
to the bottom if the boat is once filled. A man over- 
board has little chance, for the sand will weight his 
clothes and sink him. 

The channel of the river is practically unknown. 
The worst obstacle to navigation is the “rolling 
boulders.” These huge rocks, some of them as large as 
a cabin, are worn round by the water and during a 
flood may be washed many miles down stream. The 
noise they make in rolling along the bottom can be 
heard. Changing from place to place, they change 
what one day was a safe channel into a frothing rapid. 
Next day or week they may be gone again. 

* * 


Storm Increases the Dangers. 

There being no soil and little vegetation, the cafion 
walls, sometimes fourteen miles across from rim to 
rim, shed the rain like a roof. The river often rises 
fifteen feet in an hour. At some places, as in the 
Granite gorge, the water runs 100 feet wide between 
perpendicular walls. A sudden storm filling this chan- 
nel would send the water as through a nozzle. Tele- 
graph poles and such timbers are kept standing upright 
in the whirls and eddies. The river drops 6,000 feet 
from its source without any cataracts impossible of 
navigation, but there are 500 heavy rapids, in which 
the rocks lie like sharks’ teeth and in which the 
channel is unknown. 

The Kolbs are building three boats, one man—they 
will have a eompanion—to a boat, so that in case of 
accident to one the others can save him. In many 
places the granite walls offer no landing place and 
parties with but @ single boat have been drowned, un- 
able to find footing’ Two of the boats will be of wood 
and the third of metal. They are being made flat bot- 
tomed, So that when they strike a rock they will not 
heéi-Ver, as would a keel boat, and fill disastrously. 

_ Fore and aft the flat bottom is raised ten inches. 

being no keel, the boats will run through the 
rapids almost any way, a stroke of the paddle being 
sufficient-to whirl them about. There will be four bulk- 
heads and four water tight compartments, so that if 
the boat is stove it will still have a chance. These 
compartments fill up and deck over all but five feet 
amidships, so that the boats cannot be filled with water 
and sunk by the weight of sand. Two of the water 
tight-compartments can be opened and used for storing 
the cameras, films, and other photographic supplies. 

The boats will be 16 feet over all, 46 inches in beam 
and 18 inches in draft. A removable skag or keel has 
been provided for use in calm waters. The boats will 
hive oar power only. Specially constructed pneumatic 
life preservers with four compartments to prevent

One of 
us will shoot a rapid and then use the machine on the 
other boats when they come down. The Cataraet cafion 
is the most dangerous of those in the upper river, but 
it is the Grand cafion of Arizona where we expect to 
find the hardest work. Here for 217 miles the cafion 
walls have an average heighth of one mile. We do not 
expect to get through without losing at least one boat.“ 

The Kolbs have acquired.a reputation in Arizona for 
reckless daring. They will de anything, it is said, for 
a picture. 

At ohe time the brothers climbed a 1,000 foot preci- 
pice on rotten: ladders to get a snapshot of some moun- 
tain sheep. The ladders had been built thirteen years 
before and condemned eight years ago, In some places 
the camera men clifmbed up by the fusty rotten spikes 
which were “aT that was left of the dadder.

Case of Real “Burro Luck.’ 


On one of their expeditions Emery C. Kolb, in making 
a perilous jump, injured his foot so that he had to lie 
out among the granité rocks for two days with no 
covering but his camera cloth. He was forty miles 
from home and had his foot proved to be broken he 
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hobbled in himself. 
The transportation of equipment is a big problem in 


mountain work. The Kolbs, when they are to use 


horses across the river, must trice them up with block 
and tackle and send them spinning 450 feet across, 
on a cable fifty feet above the water. Burros are 
sent over in the aerial tramway car, packs already 


adjusted. 


A burro fell out one day and landed, pack and all, 


headfirst on a sand slide twenty-five feet below. Being 


a burro, he was not hurt. Burros are used in all the 
pack trains. On one expedition the lead burro was 
started at the tail of the procession, not at the head in 
his right place. So aggrieved was he that he jumped 
over a twenty foot embankment, fell that much farther. 
and then scrambled up and gained his place at the lead. 
On another occasion the lead burro ran away and in- 
sisted on leading a troop of cavalry that was passing. 

The Kolbs work and live in a town consisting of two 
hotels, a postoffice, a curio dealer’s shop, and their own 
studio. Otherwise there is not even a saloon or a 
Carnegie library. Water is hauled 100 miles for the 
hotels by the Santa Fé. The Kolbs cannot do their 
developing and other work at their offices, but have an 
operating shanty 3,200 feet below and four miles down 
the trail, where water for washing plates and films 
is available. Burros climb back and forth with sup- 
plies and finished work. 

When the photographers find their provisions run- 
ning low they order more from Chicago. Their fresh 


vegetables are sent to them from California. Meat, 


except occasional deer, is so hard to get that they have 
become almost vegetarians. Little Edith, Emery C.
